Foggy Mountain gold to Bu

Dick Burleson latched onto the overall lead in 
the Foggy Mountain Two-Day at the end of 
Day One and never relinquished it from there 
on. Husqvarna-mounted Burleson combined 


consistent trial pace with solid 
special test scores to card a 1226 
point total for the overall best 
score. Teddy Leimbach, last 
year's overall winner, took second 
aboard his Team Kawasaki entry a full 
25 points (seconds) behind Burleson. 
Three points farther back was KTM’s 
Darryl Kuenzer followed by Kevin 
Lavoie, on anothe Kawasaki entry, at 
1264. Rounding out the top five over- 
all was Suzuki's Mike Rosso, seven 
points shy of Lavoie. 

Class wins in the Letter of Intent (I) 
class were taken by Burleson in the 
250cc division, Lavoie in the Open 
and Rosso in the 175cc bash. 
Husqvarna’s Greg Davis grabbed the 
125cc class win. 

Overall wins in the A and B divisions 
in the Volunteer Riders M.C. 
sponsored event went to Joe McVay, 
aboard a 175cc KTM, in the A class 
and Mark Maddox in the B division. 
Maddox was KTM-mounted in the 
Open class. 

Things might have been different 
for Burleson and a number of other 
ISDT riders if AMA National 
Championship MX Series riders Frank 
Stacy and Denny Swartz hadn't lost 
route points. The pair, KTM and 
Maico-mounted, respectively, showed 








their powers in the special tests. How- 
ever, it was the first run for each and 
cost them on the trail. Without their 
respective losses of 60 and 120 route 
points the pair would have finished 
second and third overall. Their per- 
formance gave many riders something 
to think about. 


Perhaps the biggest addition to the 
series is an MX style final test similar 
to what is run at the end of the ISDT. 
It was eagerly awaited by the riders. 

A new special test course of about 
two miles meandered across a hillside 
weaving its way through tall grass just 
waiting to be challenged. Deceptive 
off camber turns were on tap to keep 
everyone honest, but the majority of 
the course was get-the-gas-on style 
riding with tight turns tied together by 
long and short power straights. 


Day One 

Three hundred seventy-two of 424 
riders entered made the start for Day 
One. The 8:01 a.m. key time found 
the riders computing their arrival time 
for the Day Two trail, since rain- 
swollen streams and standing water in 
many areas from a five-inch deluge the 
previous day left the sponsoring club 
with no option but to compromise and 
run the Day Two route. 








“There's one area I can think of,” 
said one Volunteer Riders M.C. 
member, “where the water would be 
over the gas tank right now. 
Fortunately, the streams should drain 
quickly and I believe we'll be all right 
tomorrow.” 

Riders who had filed a letter of 
intent to attempt to qualify for a spot 
on this year's ISDT squad comprised 
nearly half the field and nearly all 
had early numbers. Late entries were 
scattered through the field. 

There were separate time schedules 
for each of the three — I, A and B — 
classes. The object was to “challenge 
the Intent riders and still let the B 
riders get to the checks with time to 
spare.” 

In practice it didn’t work that way. 
Slick trails, steep hills, plenty of rocky 
terrain and other factors combined to 
weed out nearly 200 riders, actively 
decimating the A and B ranks. 

KTM's Frank Gallo played trail- 
breaker after starting on the second 
minute and almost | immediately 
leaving everone else behind. “I like an 
early number. Im jazzed,” Gallo 
would say from early on. 


But at the end of the day it was a 


“more somber Gallo. A broken chain 


compounded by other minor problems 
cost him 540 route points (60 points 
per minute late) at the next check. A 
less than glittering special test 
performance on the day's only special 
test also robbed Gallo of his jovial 
nature. 

In addition to MXers Stacy and 
Swartz, Gary Chaplin and John Ayers 
also joined the ranks, Chaplin houred 
out after running out of gas while 
Ayers “thrashed the engine when too 
much grit got sucked in.” 








The end of Day One found Burleson 
sitting atop the throne followed by 
Stacy, Leimbach, Rosso, Darryl 
Kuenzer, Mike Melton, Jack Penton, 
Terry Cunningham, Carl Altier and 
Drew Smith. 

Joe McKay led all A class riders on 
his 175cc KTM and would continue to 
do so throughout Day Two. 

Ken Jenkins put his Maico into the 
top slot in the B division by zeroing the 
course. His special test score would 
have ranked him in the top 10 of the I 
class. 

Was it a day for small bore bikes? 
Not really. Husky's Greg Davis and 
Kawasakis Dane Leimbach agreed 
that you needed a bit more grunt than 
the one-two-fives had to stay on time 
with the tight pace that the I division 
had to run. Davis led despite losing 10 
minutes on the trail. 


Day Two 

A conference of the Volunteer 
Riders and the AMA's Kathy Wenta 
and Hugh Fleming Saturday evening 
after a check of streams and trails of 
the Day One loop resulted in the com- 
promise of running the Day Two loop 
again. 

“The water wasn't down to a satis- 
factory level and two of the sections 
would have run us past churches at 
hours when services were being held,” 
said Wanta. “The plan is to go with 
the Day Two loop again.” 

The time schedule remained the 
same for the I class riders while the A 
and B riders received a reprieve, 
dropping each to slower schedules. A 
couple of the more rocky sections were 
also rerouted to give those starting — 
approximately 165 — a better chance 
of finishing. 

“I got my five seconds here,” said

Teddy Leimbach. “I'm five seconds 
down on Burleson and this new tire is 
going to do the trick.” 

Many riders chose to put on new 
rear rubber, change brake shoes or 
just do routine maintenance before the 
start. 

“The schedule we're on is a tight 
one,” said Rosso. “I missed a few spots 
on the trail and got behind a few times 
yesterday. You'd be surprised how 
good a rider you become once you're 
late.” 

Hey, this is fun,” said Frank Stacy. 
“I zeroed the course. I’m proud of 
that. The only real mistake I made was 
doing an endo while cruising into 
check 10. I couldn't have been- going 


more than two or three miles an hour . 


over this mound of dirt. Bingo. The 
next thing I was on the ground.” 

Denny Swartz also enjoyed the 
trails. “I wish I had more time to sight- 
see. This is really pretty country. I'm 
having a good time. My only problem 
was that | figured my card wrong and 
went into a check one minute early. 
Other than that I’m fine.” 

“You've got to watch out for these 
young kids,’ joked Lavoie. “I had to 
help Kuenzer out of a ditch on the way 
to yesterday's special test when he 
cooked into a corner too hot.” 

“I should know better,” recanted 
Kuenzer, “I did the same thing last 
year.” 

For most the day went smoothly. 
Teddy Leimbach “Got spit off like I 
was a rocket” in the morning's special 
test. Burleson cut two seconds off his 
time from the day before to continue 
on top of the heap. 

Yamaha's John Fero got a flat in one 
of the tighter sections, changed it and 
still made it in on time. “That tire 
change by Fero was probably the most 








impressive thing I saw today,” said 
Lavoie after the event. 

“Everybody had better watch out for 
Stacy once he learns a little more 
about the event,” said Greg Davis. “He 
had a problem — the brake backing 
plate came loose — and repaired it 
quickly and just barely lost that one 
minute. He’s cool under fire.” 

And what kind of a day was it for 
Burleson? “It’s a good event,” he said 
shrugging his shoulders. “There’s not 
much to say. You just go out and 
ride.” ; 

Finally, the loop was finished and 
the part everyone eagerly awaited was 
about to begin. An ISDT-style final 
test MX has not been a part of the 
Qualifier Series until now and it comes 
as one more step into making the 
events as close to a miniature ISDT as 
possible. 

Three laps on the almost-two-mile 
course with 15 riders going at a time 
was the game plan. Each rider was 
timed individually. It was a dead 
engine start. 

The first heat found one of the best 
match ups of the day — Gallo against 
Swartz. Gallo was first away with 
Swartz coming on strong. The pair 
were side-by-side until one corner 
where Gallo went down and Swartz 
ran over him. They were quickly up, 
but Gallo’s bars were tweaked. Swartz 
finished first. 

Kevin Lavoie was seen waving on 
the rest of the field to come and race in 
his heat. They tried, but Lavoie won. 

Frank Stacy romped to a win in his 
heat which might have put a little 
more fire into Dick Burleson as he 
clobbered his line-up by almost a 
minute. The winning margins were 
deceiving, since most displacement 
sizes ran in most heats. 
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Husqvarna’s Greg Davis put in the best 125cc ride. 





Rod Bush won his heat, but it was a 
costly win. “I had five minutes to work 
on the bike so I decided to put on a 
new rear tire. I can do a change in five 
easy. Only this time I didn’t. The 
chain adjuster wouldn't line up. It 
ended up costing me 120 points. I had 
s shot at winning the class (175cc I) 
until then.” 

Teddy Leimbach and teammate Jeff 
Hill placed 1-2 in their heat. Jack 


. Penton was set to do the same until he 


sheared off the teeth on the 
countershaft sprocket. “What a 
bummer,” said Penton shaking his 
head. 

Mark Maddox went on to take that 
heat win and wrap up the overall B 
title as well. 

Burleson must have known that he 
had the win in hand during the final 
test. He was seen giving Husky team- 
mate Greg Davis the thumbs-up sign 
as he romped to that win. 

“I had a good time,” said Burleson. 
“It was a good run and the special test 


_ was nice, although I would have liked 


to have seen them make it a lot tighter 
so that you had to ride it more than 
depend on power to do the work for 
you.” 

“I didn’t really want to win the class 
(175cc I) this way,” said Rosso. 
“Penton and I would have gone down 
to the wire if he hadn't had ‘the 
problem." 

A protest on the assessment of 120 
route points on Day Two to Mike 
Rosso is pending. Should the protest 
be ruled in favor of Ross — which 
Suzuki team manager John Morgan 
feels will be the case — he would have 
the class win. In the event it goes 
against Rosso, then Yamaha's Ron 
Ribolzi would take the class title. 





Joe McVay, the A division overall 
winner, figured he had gotten his 
money's worth. “Saturday was really 
tough. Today was a little easier since 
they put us on a slower. schedule. It 
was a fun ride and worth the trip. 
That’s what it’s all about, isn’t it?” 

“Would you believe this is my first 
Two-Day? I'm really pumped,” said B 
class overall winner Mark Maddox. “I 
run a cycle shop (Mark's Cycle Sales) 
in Roanoke, VA, and we're really into 
dirt. This will pump my dad who runs 
the shop with me. I'm sorry that Ken 
Jenkins had the problems he did (a 
broken shifter shaft) because he was 
riding so well.” 

The action now moves to Maples- 
ville, AL, for the next round’ on April 
12-13. bd

Henning hauls to Red Garter 
Enduro win

After a two year absence and many, many long, 
hard hours of work and determination turned 
in by the Dirt Diggers M.C., the Red Garter 
Enduro was finally run. Jeff Henning (KTM), 


one of northern California's top 
enduro. riders made the long 
drive down and edged out south- 
ern California’s Tom Webb 


(Kolbe C-A) for the overall win by 
just four seconds. 

The Red Garter is one of southern 
California's favorite enduros and 
many had given up hope that it would 
ever come off again due to the enviorn- 
mentalist’s efforts to protect the elusive 
blunt-nosed leopard lizard, a species 
which many question even exist, or 
whether the motorcyclists really do any 
harm. 

This year the Dirt Diggers had their 
permit well in advance but lo and 
behold, Wednesday before the event, 
the Sierra Club tried their usual court 
strategy. But this time it didn’t work. 
The judge hearing the case flat told 
them that they had plenty of time well 
in advance to file, why did they wait 
until the very last minute with very 
questionable legal points? He refused 
to stop the enduro — chalk one up for 
our side! However you can be sure that 
there is heavy pressure to deny a 
permit for next year. 

The Forest Service had a bunch of 
pollution monitoring devices set up in 
Ballenger Canyon to see how much 
foul air the filthy motorcycles spewed. 
Guess what powered the _ devices? 
Gasoline generators. 1 hope they can 
tell the difference between motorcycle 
fumes, generator fumes, Forest Service 
truck fumes, Ventura County heli- 
copter fumes and play bike fumes. 
One device was sabotaged Saturday 
night when someone poured sugar in 
the gas tank of the generator. 

When the Forest Service determined 
that only 160 people could camp in the 
Ballenger Canyon Campground at one 
time (which incidently had held 500 
entrants in previous years), the Dirt 
Diggers had to find other land to camp 








on. Just a few miles north was the little 
town of New Cuyama with a big heart 
and a lot of understanding. They let 
the Dirt Diggers use a park smack dab 
right in the middle of town! Of course 
this meant no riding in camp or play 
riding but that was kinda welcome 
too. Riders had to push their bikes to 
the sound test which was run by the 
Forest Service to pass a rigid sound 
requirement. Many riders had to come 
back three or four times after 
modifying their exhaust systems to 
quiet them down. Funny, they never 
checked for spark arrestors. Saturday's 
weather had everyone watching the sky 
as the cold, cloudy skies had all the 
making of rain or snow. Sunday, 
dawned bright and clear much to the 
relief of all concerned. 

Riders again pushed their bikes to 
the starting line for a real dead engine 
start. At an early 7 a.m. key time, the 
first riders fired up and were off 
through town and into the lush 
farming land which surrounds the 
town. A easy ride on roads over to 
Ballenger Canyon gave everyone a 
chance to loosen up before the off road 
sections. A check on the road to make 
sure everyone was keeping time was 
one minute off and was eventually 
thrown out due to clock failure. The 
10-mile sign was .4 mile off which 
turned out to be a fair indication of 
what was to come. 


While the Dirt Diggers are to be 
commended for their tireless efforts in 
staging the enduro, they really need to 
re-evaluate their people in charge of 
mileages, etc. The Red Garter was 
more than a D-37 points paying event, 
it was also a California Golden State 
Championship Enduro along with 
being a AMA Regional Championship 
event. Since the Dirt Diggers have at 
least one former number one enduro 
rider in the club, I would think they 





would be able to get things straight. 
This is not to say I didn’t enjoy the 
ride; I have more fun at the Red 
Garter than 99% of all other enduros. 
In fact this event lured me out of semi- 
retirement because it 2s so much fun. 

The speeds on the first section were 
very reasonable with just one short fast 
section of 36 mph to catch riders late if 
they made a mistake. A dummy check 
sign at the start of the section kept 
most riders honest. The always heart- 
stopping ride along a six inch path on 
a narrow ridge demanded total concen- 
tration or it was a long way down and 
no way back up. After a loop up and 
back through Ballenger Canyon, the 
course took the riders down Highway 
33 and into the little town of 
Venticopa for gas. The Dirt Diggers 
manned the gas pumps for those riders 
who didn't have their pit crews haul 
their gas out and “The Place” served 
food, refreshments and even a game of 
pool for those so inclined. The Diggers 
had a very healthy cooperation from 
the local communities and a portion of 
each rider's entry fee was donated to a 
local community youth organization. 
Good PR. After the break and gas, 
riders continued down the highway 
where knowledgable veterans knew 
they would turn up the big sandwash. 

Unfortunately for Ken Lewis, Jr. 
(Mai), his quest for the overall win 
came to a screeching halt when his 440 
Maico seized solid, putting the #1 rider 
out of the enduro. Ed Mazenko seized 
his Maico in the same spot but was 
able to continue on after letting it cool 
off. 


Many of the good riders were still on 
zero heading up the wash but that was 
soon to change. A check leading into 
the only really fast section of the 
enduro had riders trying to figure out 
why they were a minute off. A quick 
look at their speedos and the check 
sign computed a difference of .5 
mile. . . oops. The mileage demon 
strikes again. The Dirt Diggers 
claimed a mileage marker was placed 
before the check but it wasn’t there 
afterwards. If it had been there, it 
would have made things OK at the 
check but the mileage marker would 
have been off the same amount and 
many riders would have probably 
missed it since they weren't looking for

it a half mile from where it was 
supposed to be. Anyway the section 
following the check (which was thrown 
out by the club) was tight and fast and 
only two riders were able to stay within 
just one point of zero in it — Jeff 
Henning and Tom Webb. 


Curiously the Dirt Diggers didn’t make 
the next check a tie-breaker to 
measure exactly how fast the riders 
were. In other words a rider could have 
been just a hair over one minute late 
while another rider might have been 
just under two minutes late. They got 
the same score even though the faster 
rider may have beat the other rider by 
55 seconds or so, a considerable 
amount of time in a section that took 
only seven minutes to ride. 

Poor Harry Keast (Mai). His enduro 
clock gained ftve minutes on him and 
Harry burnt three checks by that 
amount before he figured out what 
happened. Harry is going to have to 
have a little more luck to defend his #1 
Senior title. Another number one 
rider, who switched classes after taking 
the 200cc title for the umpteenth year, 
was Jay Tullis who punched a hole into 
the cases of his factory XR 500 
thumper and had it make some rather 
expensive sounding noises. 


An excellent ride was turned in by 
northern California's Charlie Morgan 
(Yam) for sixth overall, first A Senior 
dropping just 2:37. In at ninth overall, 
first B was Pasadena Suzuki's Mike 
Wilcox who uncrated his brand new 
PE 400 Suzuki on Saturday and broke 
it in during the enduro! Ann Mennell 
led all the ladies home, dropping just 
11 points in a fine ride on her IT 400. 
Pam Lehmann (Hus) took first B 
Woman while Nancy Snidman (Yam) 
took C Woman honors. 

The finish was a little hairy for some 
riders as the Sierra Club again stuck 
their nose in where it doesn’t belong 
and starting harassing the local 
sherriff's who were watching the riders 
come in on back farm roads into town. 
“Look officer, that motorcycle doesn’t 
have a mirror, etc.” Finally in self 
defense, the Sheriff had to pull over a 
bunch of riders. While some were 
detained for a brief period, apparently 
none got written up. The Dirt Diggers 
made the finish an observation check 
so none would be penalized. 

All in all, everyone had fun. While 
the enduro was lacking in its technical 
aspects, it was a very fun, enjoyable 
ride. The local townspeople were 
impressed by the behavior of the riders 
and the local steak house couldn't 
believe the business it did Saturday 
night. Let’s hope like hell we can do it 
again next year. °

DeSoto led the 500cc 
Senior pack in both motos, but eased 
up each time and Bob Grossi took the 
victory. 
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In a battle between motocross and 
desert stars at the Anzac motocross 
course in Palmdale, CA, Greeves- 
mounted Jim Wilson took the 250 and 
500cc Expert classes, getting some 
competition from desert shoes Terry 
Clark (runner-up in the 250cc race) 
and Whitey Martino (fourth in the 
500cc race). Wilson's closest compet- 
itor in the 500cc class’ was Mike Bast, 
who was reported as taking one of 
the corners “speedway style.” 


Just to show that political battles are 
fought forever, Bay Area motorcyclists 
spent a day in front of the San Mateo 
Board of Supervisors pleading for an 
area for riding. The riders suggested a 
piece of watershed property that was 
scheduled to become a reservoir in five 
years, but the board ordered the 
county manager to prepare a report on 
it and postponed any action.

SCORE Off-Road Series: Round two 














Roeseler/Johnson triumphant in closely- 
contested Mexicali 250

MEXICALI, B.C., MEX., MAR. 22 


After 234.7 miles of racing, less than 15 feet 
separated Team Yamaha riders Jack Johnson 
and Bruce Ogilvie as they took the SCORE In- 
ternational Mexicali 250 checkered flag at 


about 110 mph. Johnson got 
there first, and since he and co- 
rider Larry Roeseler had started 
one minute behind the Ogilvie/ 
Chuck Miller entry, they took the 
overall and Class 22 victory in the 
timed event. 

In the 250cc Class 21, a privateer 
versus factory duel for the win was de- 
cided by less than an eye-blink’s mar- 
gin. Team Yamaha's Jim Fishback and 
Bob Rutten were named the winners 
over the Premier Yamaha/Roy’s Boys 
Racing Team duo of Scott and Kent 
Pfeiffer by only three one-hundredths 
of a second! 

A surprise winner in the 125cc Class 
20 wars was Amateur-ranked D-37 
desert racer Mike Burke, who rode a 
Charlie's Raceway Cycle Yamaha to a 
two-minute margin of victory. 

In Class 30, for riders over 30, only 
three minutes separated the leaders, 
with the nod going to Richard Jackson 
and Dennis DeCamp on their Kern 
Sport Cycles/Anaheim Husqvarna 
Husky 390. 

There was another close battle in 
Class 38, for riders over 38, and two 
familiar faces returned to the winner's 
circle. Dick Vick and John Watkins 
put their Yamaha YZ465 in the top 
slot, defeating Parker 400 winner Dave 
Miller by a little over two minutes. 

Racers left from downtown Mexicali 
starting at 6 a.m. for a loop that 
paralleled Highway 5 toward San 


Felipe, reaching its southward apex at 
El Chinero and then running north 
through Tres Pozos, Cohabuzo 
Junction and back to Mexicali. Much 
of the first part of the course was 
rough with a lot of crossgrain, whoops 
and rocks, and the last part of the 
course was exceedingly fast. Roeseler 
and Johnson averaged 57.80 mph. 

Miller and Roeseler were among the 
last of the Class 22 entrants to start, 
but they soon cut a swath through the 
pack, running about the same pace 
and leading on elapsed time as they hit 
check one, 42 miles into the race. 
Husky-mounted Mark Miller and John 
Imbriale had the advantage of an 
early start and were the first to checks 
one and two, but dropped out of the 
race after check four. 

In Class 21, Fishback and Bill 
Tarling, riding a KTM with Craig 
Adams, set fast time into check one, 
with Scott Pfeiffer about a minute off 
their pace. 

The Cartledge brothers, Chuck and 
Mike, set fast Class 20 time into check 
one, but seizure problems put them 
out later. Scott Coutts and William 
Whitener, aboard an R.C. Builders 
Husky, were only a minute behind the 
Cartledge brothers at check one. 

Rick Shirey, riding a Dick Allen 
Yamaha/Lectron Carburetors Yamaha 
with John “Smokebomb” Gaetz, and 
Las Vegas 400 promoter Sam Bass, 
riding solo on a Husky, appeared to be 





running pretty close to even on elapsed 
time as they hit the first check, leading 
Class 30 on elapsed time. 

Vick and Watkins led Class $8 into 
check one physically and on elapsed 
time, with a two minute margin over 
Miller. 

Check three, El Chinero, at the 106- 
mile mark, was more or less the half- 
way point and the spot where riders 
who were dividing the race in half, like 
Roeseler and Johnson, changed riders. 
Other teams, such as Ogilvie and Miller, 
broke the race up into quarters, and 
changed riders at check one, check 
two and Tres Posos. 

When the leaders hit El Chinero, it 
was Miller in front with Roeseler just 
about a minute behind, as it had been 
since the beginning. Miller set out for 
Tres Pozos while Johnson took over the 
other Team Yamaha YZ465. 

Johnson was gaining on Miller, but 
between El Chinero and Tres Pozos, 
he went into a corner hard and hit a 
rock which pitched him over the bars. 
“It was a minor fallover,” said Jack 
later. “I got back over and the bike 
never quit running.” 

Still, Johnson caught Miller before 
Tres Pozos and was just leaving the 
Yamaha pit past Tres Pozos when 
Miller came in to gas up and hand the 
bike over to Ogilvie for the final section. 

Ogilvie caught Johnson in a wash 
past Cohabuzo Junction, and the re- 
maining 60 miles or so was a flat-out, 
side-by-side race. 

Bruce said later that he was riding 
as hard as he could trying to force John- 
son into a mistake. Johnson said he was 


, staying with Ogilvie even though he 


had a minute’s lead because that lead 
could slip away very easily. 

Their machines geared up from 
Parker to a 110-115 mph top speed, 
Johnson and Ogilvie were a blur as 
they crossed the finish line on a highway 





at the outskirts of Mexicali. When 
SCORE President Sal Fish greeted 
them, he said, “That was unbelievable!” 
“You should have seen us out on the 
course!” Johnson shot back, adding 
later, “We haven't raced like that in 
ages.” 

The official gap between first and 
second was listed as one minute, 0.01 
seconds. 

‘The lead duo had put over 20 min- 
utes on the rest of the pack, which was 
seeing the developing battle between 
Fishback and Rutten and the Pfeiffer 
brothers. Fishback had a two-minute 
lead on Scott Pfeiffer at El Chinero, 
but Kent Pfeiffer quickly made up 
that difference when Rutten had a flat 
seven miles out of El Chinero and had 
to ride it 30 miles to Tres Pozos. 

But Kent was to have his problems 
as well, and heading towards the 
finish, they struck. “I overshot a corner 
and crashed and (another rider) ran 
into me,” he said afterwards. The bikes 
were tangled up and Kent had to 
struggle to get free. 

“It’s gonna be close!” said Kent at 
the finish line as he, his brother, family 
and friends waited at the finish line. 
The Pfeiffers, no strangers to finish 
line drama after winning the 125cc 
class here two years ago by only 22 
seconds, kept eyes riveted to a watch 
and the road. They needed six and a 
half minutes; they just about got it. 

The countdown went into its final 
seconds as Rutten’s bike became 
visible. “Six and a half minutes — I 
think we got it!” yelled one person as 
Rutten roared by in a full throttle blur. 
The Pfeiffers’ celebration wasn't lost 
on Rutten, downcast over his team’s 
second flat in as many races. “When it 
means first place, it’s kind of disheart- 
ening.” Later, though, when the times 
were posted at race headquarters, Rut- 
ten and Fishback were listed as the 





winners by .03 seconds. It was the 
closest finish, according to this writer’s 
knowledge, in SCORE history. 

Fourth overall, third in Class 21 
went to the Adams/Tarling KTM, four 
minutes behind the class winners after 
Tarling reported getting lost for some 
time. Fifth overall, third in Class 22, 
was the Husky of Rick Finger and 
Mike McGowen. Finger had to ride 
five to six miles around Tres Pozos 
with his hand on the gas tank opening 
after he lost the gas.cap. It was replaced 
with one from Chuck Miller’s pre-run 
bike. Finger rode a bike supplied by 
Husqvarna, but was not an official 
Team Husky entry because Husky has 
apparently decided to only enter three 
races: the Parker 400, Baja Inter- 
nacional and Baja 1000. Husky's 
number one team, Brent Wallingsford 
and Scot Harden, did not enter this 
event. 

The Class 30 battle was decided in 
the last half of the race as the Jackson/ 
DeCamp Husky put on a strong charge 
to overcome the initial advantage of 
Shirey and Gaetz. The winning machine 
lost its silencer packing early in the race 
and Jackson had a hard time hearing 
at the finish line and admitted to 
being a little “dingy.” However, later 
they said the bike was jetted too rich 
and the blown silencer leaned it out 
enough to run nicely. Third went to 
the MacDouglas/Lon Peterson Yamaha 
and Sam Bass hung on to finish fourth 
saying at the finish line, “I was geared 
too high. I couldn’t pull top gear.” 

In Class 20 the lead changed hands 
a couple of times in the last half of the 
race. The Coutts/Whitener bike had 
the lead at check four, but had their 
problems, running out of gas. Oren 
Beck and Rich Varner had their 
Yamaha in the running despite a flat 
tire earlier, but they lost time with a 
fouled plug. Burke had been off the 
pace in the early going but poured the 





coal on after check four to move into 
the lead and hold it to the finish. A 
first-timer in SCORE racing,- Burke 
was as surprised as anyone else by his 
win, and displayed good humor. “No 
problems at all,” he said about the 
race, “except that somebody poured 
gas in my pants and I had to hurry and 
get this thing completed!” 


Second in class went to fellow SCORE 
rookies Bill Holmes and Kevin Senn 
(Hus), who put in a strong ride to 
finish only two minutes back of Burke 
despite losing a shift lever late in the 
race and having to use a pair of vise 
grips to shift. Beck/Varner and Coutts/ 
Whitener finished third and fourth, 
respectively. 

The last finish line drama over a 
class win lasted two minutes as Dick 
Vick took the flag and then reached 
for a watch. Miller was running right 
behind him and had been slightly 
ahead on elapsed time at check four. 
But luck was not kind to Miller, and 
he was hit with two flat tires 25 miles 
from the end and finished second by 
two minutes. Vick and Watkins, who 
were hit by a rash of seizures at Parker, 
had no such problems this day. “The 
thing ran perfect, so perfect,” said

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The newest addition Team Kawasaki is 





already up to factory speed and maturity

The end of every motocross season sees less 
than a handful of hot young privateers advanc- 
ing up that steep and difficult ladder to earn a 
spot on a major factory team. The conclusion 


of the 1979 season saw just four 
riders making it. They were 
Donnie Cantaloupi with Yamaha, 


Richard Coon and Ron Sun 


with Honda, and then perhaps the 
quickest and most impressive of all, 
17-year-old Larry Wosick who was 
signed by Team Kawasaki. 


Larry Wosick's first year on the 
National Motocross circuit was 1979. 
He was one of two members on Team 
Moto-X Fox, Donnie Cantaloupi in 
the 125cc class and Larry in the 250cc 
class. Moto-X Fox has a reputation for 
being the top farm club on the 
National circuit, having fielded the 
top non-factory riders in the 125cc 
class the past three years with Pat 
Richter, Danny Turner and Donnie 
Cantaloupi, while other Team Moto- 
X Fox alumni include factory stars 
Steve Wise of Honda and Mark 
Barnett with Suzuki. 


For Larry, the 1979 season was a 
growing-up process. He had ridden 
dirt bikes since he was seven, and had 
been racing since the age of 14 with 
support from his parents. At 16, he 
had his AMA Professional MX license 
and was tearing up the tracks of 
northern California. The year before, 
he had earned his Expert rating in 
CMC events and attacked the 1978 
season with a vengeance, winning the 
Number One plate in all three CMC 
Pro classes combined. 


“I was still a privateer at that time. 
My parents were buying my bikes, and 
I was paying for parts and upkeep out 
of my weekly winnings. I remember 
going down to Moto-X Fox one day 
and asking Geoff Fox for some shocks. 
He didn’t want to give them to me, but 
wanted to sell them to me. That 





following weekend they had a race at 
Knob Hill and Moto-X Fox rider Jim 
Turner was there. Geoff Fox was 
watching as I beat Turner and won 
both classes after coming from behind. 
The next day Geoff called me up to 
come down to Moto-X Fox and asked 
me to join the race team.” 

Larry finished out the 1978 season 
riding for Moto-X Fox at local races 
near his home in San Jose, CA. He 
turned 17, and Moto-X Fox provided 
him with mechanic Mike McAndrews, 
expenses, a modified CR 250R Honda 
and sent them off to campaign the 
1979 Florida Winter-AMA races. 

It was Larry's first experience away 
from home and he went wild. He was 
more concerned with checking out the 
night life at the discos, chasing girls 
and having a good time than he was in 
training, learning to ride the Florida 
sand and doing well in the races each 
weekend. The end of the series saw 
Larry placed fifth overall in the 250cc 
class which wasn’t bad, but not 
entirely good either considering the 
less-than-factory-caliber competition 
he was up against. 

Larry and Mike returned home to 
California, and in the four weeks 
before the Nationals began it was time 
to get serious over training and pre- 
paration. The result was, when the 
first 250cc National kicked off at 
Hangtown, Larry was fast. So fast that 
he ran most of the opening moto 
behind Bob Hannah, battling with 


Jimmy Weinert over second place until 


he fell in the closing laps and had to 
settle for fifth place. 

Larry came back just as strong in 
the second moto and was once again 
battling with the top factory stars up 
front when a spectator ran across the 
track in front of him. Flat-out in fifth 


gear, the collision destroyed his new 
Fox Honda, left Larry with a badly 
sprained ankle among other bruises 
and scrapes, and sent the spectator to 
the hospital in critical condition. 

Larry missed the following week's 
National at Saddleback while his bike 
was repaired and his body tried to 
heal. He rejoined the Nationals at 
Phoenix, but his ankle was still too 
sore to allow him to race at full speed. 
It wasn’t until two more weeks had 
gone by and the Denver National that 
he was able to ride at top speed again. 
Even though he hadn't been able to 
ride or train seriously for four weeks, 
at Denver and the remaining 250cc 
Nationals Larry proved himself to be 
the fastest non-factory rider at every 
race. 

The 250cc Nationals finished out in 
1979 with Larry in sixth place overall 
despite having missed three motos 
entirely and then having to ride 
injured the next couple of weeks. The 
only non-factory rider to finish in front 
of Larry in the overall standings was 
Team LOP’s Mark Gregson in fifth 
place. If the Hangtown accident 
hadn’t taken place though, Larry 
might have finished out the Nationals 
as high as third or fourth overall. 

While Larry looked impressive on 
the track, off the track he still had a 
lot of growing up to do. He was best of 
friends with Team Suzuki's Darrell 
Shultz and together they terrorized the 
towns and sign-in hotels of every 
National they were at, thrashed their 
way through rent-a-racers and left 
broken-hearted pit tootsies scattered 
across America. , 

At times Larry seemed like a spoiled 
brat. Once at a local race when his 
bike broke in both „classes he was 
riding, he stomped off leaving the 
bikes lying on the side of the track for 
Mike to go after retrieve. When Mike 
returned to the pits, he found Larry 
gone and his own tool box sitting on 
the ground where the Fox van had 
been. 

Throughout the 250cc Nationals, it 
was understood that if Larry did well, 
he would have first shot at an opening 


at Team Honda for the 1980 season. 
When the AMA staged the Four- 
Stroke Nationals at Carlsbad the 
beginning of September, Team Honda 
invited Larry down to ride a special 
Bill Bell built XR 500 in the race. 

It was a trial ride for Larry in that it 
was the first time he worked with the 
Team Honda personnel. If they liked 
how he performed he could possibly 
have taken over Marty Tripes’ place on 
the team beginning with the upcoming 
Trans-USA Series. Larry won the first 
moto over such factory. stars as 
Yamaha's Rex Staten, then on the 
opening lap of the second moto he 
suffered a bent shift lever. Larry 
brought the bike into the pits, 
dropped it into the hands of the 
factory Honda mechanics, then 
walked off like a prima donna in a 
huff with his chances of winning 
seemingly gone. 

The mechanics quickly straightened 
the bent shift lever, but by the time 
they could convince Larry to go back 
out and finish the race, he was a lap 
behind. Once he did go back out on 
the track, he was able to work back up 
to a creditable fifth place before the 
finish, but if he had stayed with the 
bike when he had brought it into the 
pits at first, he possibly could have still 
won the race overall. Honda told 
Larry they would keep him in mind, 
but immediately went looking 
elsewhere for riders to bolster their 
sagging race team. 

Larry, meanwhile, was still 
expecting Honda to sign him on to 
their team by the end of the year. 
Darrell Shultz owned a Corvette with 
which the two of them had styled their 
way around the California country- 
side, and Larry figured it was time to 
get a Vette to help prepare himself for 
the upcoming expected role as a 
factory motocross star. Despite the fact 
he didn’t have a job and wasn’t on any 
salary with Moto-X Fox, Larry 
finagled through financing on a 
$16,000 jet black L-82 four-speed 
coupe with every option in the book. 
The insurance alone on the Vette for a 
17-year-old kid was probably more 
than what he had won in prize money 
all summer on the National circuit, 
and he was still making payments on a 
van he already owned. 

The upcoming Trans-USA Series 
had Larry slated to ride the National 
Support class. Team Honda offered 
Moto-X Fox either the use of an RC 
250 works bike or Marty Smith's 360 
Mugen National bike, but Fox figured 
Larry would be more competitive on a 
450cc Maico. It was a decision which 
would certainly sever any remaining 
interest Honda had for Larry, unless 
of course, he won the National class 
outright. 

Riding a Maico was something that 
Larry didn’t want either. He felt much 
more comfortable on Hondas which 
suited his riding style, and he wanted 
to keep ties with Honda. It was the 
first sign of his growing maturity, 
though, that he accepted the Maico 
which Fox prepared for him without 
complaint. He knew the end of the 
season was close at hand and it would 
be his performance in the Trans-USA 
Series which would determine if he 
picked up any factory ride at all. 


The first two races of the Trans- 
USA Series on the 450 Maico proved to 
be a disaster for Larry. He couldn't 
cope with the bike and the bike 
couldn't cope with him, At Mid-Ohio 
he DNFed the race stuck in a mud- 
hole. At Buchanan, he pulled last 
place starts and never recovered to the 
front of the pack. 

Something needed to be done 
quickly if Larry was to be signed with a 
factory team before the end of the 
year. Teammate Donnie Cantaloupi 
had already signed with Team 
Yamaha back in September. Arrange- . 


ments were made between the 
weekends of Buchanan and Unadilla 
for Larry to test ride a 420 Uni-Trak 
works Kawasaki at Jimmy Weinert’s 
house in New York. If Larry looked 
good on the bike, Kawasaki would let 
him race it at Unadilla and perhaps 
the rest of the series. 

Larry's performance the first time 
out on the Kawasaki was nothing less 
than spectactular. Unadilla is 
acknowledged the toughest track in 
America, and Larry almost won the 
race the first time he had even been 
there, riding a bike he had never raced 
before. Leading the day’s final moto, 
Larry almost had the overall win in the 
bag when his rear tire went flat. 
Rather than pull in and quit like he 
might have done only a few months 
before, Larry gutted it out the 
remaining four laps in the moto to end 
up with a very creditable third place 
overall. 

“With just two races left in the 
Trans-USA Series, I was really nervous 
I wouldn't do well and Kawasaki 
wouldn't want me. It really showed at 
Road Atlanta where I kept on falling 
down in the first moto. Then in the 
second moto the shock broke. I was 
feeling pretty bummed out with just 
one race left to show what I could do. I 
knew the pressure would be on me 
even more. 

“But then I talked to Kawasaki 
Team Manager Steve Johnson during 
that week and told him how I felt. He 
told me not to worry because Kawasaki 
wanted me for next year no matter 
what happened. They even flew me 
back home to California so I could rest 
up and practice for the Sears Point 
race. 

If Kawasaki wasn't certain they 
really wanted Larry on the team, they 
were by the end of the final moto in 
the National class at Sears Point. It 
was there that Larry totally dominated 
both motos from start to finish to run 
away with the race and the overall 
win. The next week they had his name 
on a 1980 factory contract which 
included the Supercross Series and 
him slated as their top rider in the 
250cc National class. 


“Tve really grown up a lot this past 
year. I'm not the same person who 
went to Florida a year ago. I've really 
changed and my whole attitude is 
improved. I try a lot harder now than 
before. If things aren't going right for 
me, well, I don’t give up now like I 
used to. I try to do the best I can with 
what I have.” 

The one person who has noticed the 
change in Larry more than anyone else 
is Mike McAndrews. Before the Trans- 
USA Series last fall, he was ready to 
quit Larry and Moto-X Fox to find 
another job, But now Mike can see the 
change which has taken place in 
Larry. A change so radical and so 
much for the better that Mike has 
gone with Larry to Team Kawasaki to 
remain his mechanic. 

Larry Wosick has been training 
hard over the winter months to pre- 
pare himself for the Supercross races, 
and more importantly, the 250cc 
Nationals where he is concentrating 
his main attention. While most factory 
riders are treating the winter as a 
vacation, Larry has been racing every 
week either in local events or the CMC 
Golden State Series where he has 
continued his winning ways. While 
other riders will be just starting to get 
in gear for the season, Larry will be 
running head on into them at full 
throttle. 

Now 18 years old, in one short year 
on the National circuit he has matured 
from a spoiled kid to a mature young 
adult. He is certain to win a couple of 
Nationals this year, and within 
another year could be well able to pull 
off a National Championship. 

All it took was a little growing up.

GOODZYEAR 
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King Floater meets the Wheelie King

The wheelie is to motorcycling what the Darryl Dawkins Chocolate Thunder Flying, 
Robizine Crying, Teeth Shattering, Glass Breaking, Rump Roasting, Bun Toasting, 
Wham, Bam, I am Jam Destructo Dunk is to basketball. An oohh and aahh show stopper. 
It symbolizes — and requires — most of the sport’s skills in one majestic burst — precision, 
balance, throttle control — while seemingly flaunting good judgment in the face of 


impending disaster. 


The history books say that Gottleib 
Daimler built the first motorized 
bicycle in 1885. But was Gottlieb the 
first wheel dancer? Here the archives 
and texts remain mute. Obviously, 
some motor bike buckeroo invented 
the one-wheeler, cranking it up de- 
cades before Trigger, Smartest Horse 
in the Movies. But whoever that first 
wheelie freak was, he bequeathed quite 
a legacy to the crowd dazers. 

Within the past couple of years, two 
cyclists, on different types of machin- 
ery, spurred by dissimilar motivations, 
have become more prominent perform- 
ing contrasting wheelie trickery. 

We saw Bernie Schreiber, now 21, 
become World Trials Champion in 
1979 while simultaneously fashioning 
an undefeated record in international 
stadium trials. He’s the King of the 
Floating Turn. 

Then there's Doug Domokos, 24. He 
too travels the competition circuit. 
Unlike Schreiber, whose talents are 
unleashed for the purpose of saving 
points and winning events, Domokos 
has honed his skills specificially to 
satisfy fams in the stands. His sudden 
popularity with motocross audiences 
across the nation, especially at the 





stadiums, seems to support his self- 
proclaimed tag — The Wheelie King. 
Like Muhammad Ali once said: It 
ain't braggin’ if you can do it. 

There have been and still are other 
wheelie showmen. The grand old dare- 
devil himself, the knight errant of 
erratic flights and shark fights, Evel 


|. Knievel, began with wheelies and he’s 


still getting it up today. 

Right now, Domokos is making his 
own mark as a showman, He has ap- 
peared on the covers of several publi- 
cations here and abroad, and has 
travelled’ overseas to display his talents. 

At first, wheelies were just a fun 
thing for Doug, something to do be- 
tween motos or while waiting for the 
trophy presentation at the local track. 
Then, just like Topsy, it growed. 

Schreiber's emergence was more de- 
liberate. He didn’t specifically set out 
to invent the wheelie turn. By uni- 
cycling over rubble or loose or slippery 
soil he eliminated front wheel traction 
problems. Other trials riders had done 
the same thing, But Bernie took his 
techniques further, and stimulated by 
the presence of a gifted rival in his 
SoCal playground, he worked doubly 
hard. The banked turns became float- 








ing turns that tightened the line 
tracked by the rear wheel. 

Today, Bernie Schreiber has devel- 
oped his skill to the point he can ap- 
proach a telephone pole lying on the 
ground at a right angle, lift up, track 
the rear up onto the top of the pole 
surface and then continue carrying the 
front wheel as he rides the length of 
the pole. Another trick is wheelieing 
on a railroad track. Just trying to ride 
along the length of a rail is freaky 
enough, but lifting and returning the 
wheel earns the Distinguished Service 
Cross for Bizarre Navigation. 

Doug Domokos didn’t develop his 
skill to best rivals in competition. His 
sole aim is to conquer a challenge he 
sets for himself while simultaneously 
pleasing an audience. Lack of belief 
in himself is not a part of his character. 
He bubbles with self confidence, with 
bravado, with the unalterable opinion 
that there really is nothing he can’t do 
if he puts his mind to it. 

The confidence of Bernie Schreiber 
is quieter, perhaps less immediately 
noticeable, but it is there. Normally, 
he isn’t given to making bold state- 
ments, Yet after his first year in Europe 
he predicted he'd win the World Cham- 








pionship by age 22 — or never. Usually 
Bernie prefers to display his boldness. 
That’s what has made him the most 
radical rider in trials today. After the 
nation sees him in On Any Sunday II 
his prowess will no doubt be better 
known and more appreciated than it is 
today. And those movie goers will see 
Doug too. 

Domokos is a showman who must 
sell himself and his skills to promoters 
and organizers while Schreiber per- 
forms for official scorers and section 
watchers. Bernie goes for many cleans, 
riding sections without dropping a foot 
while Doug’s goal is one big clean — a 
loop around a stadium track without 
dropping a front wheel. 

So, it seemed like an interesting idea. 
Get the King Floater and the Wheelie 
King together for a day of fun in the 
sun and unicycular merriment. Only it 
rained all day. And Doug was without 
his trick Kawasaki KX250, a victim of 
a bike thief. 

Even so, it was an,..uplifting day. 
A day well... balanced between riding 
and raconteuring and maybe a little of 
that grand old American game called 
can-you-top-this? 

Here are some of the topics the 











wheelstand warriors discussed as they. 
explored their mutual and divergent 
skills. The first question, why are 
wheelies such a crowd pleaser, drew 
this response from Doug: 

` “When the front wheel is up in the 
air it means you can’t steer. That 
means you're out of control, at least 
people think you’re out of control and 
going to crash. Some people are just 
amazed that you can ride around on 
one wheel. It’s like a powered unicycle. 
It depends on who sees it. The general 
public thinks it’s impossible. It’s like 
driving a car on two wheels. They don’t 
believe it. When I hear the cheers I try 
a lot harder. Usually I hear an ahhh if 
I don’t make a section of the track. I 
haven’t been booed yet. If anybody 
boos me when I’m out there, I'll quit. 
If they don’t like me, I don’t want to 
do it.” 

Bernie explained the value of his 
trials wheelies. “My wheelie turns give 
me that extra step against everyone 
else in World Championship competi- 
tion. In indoor trials a big part of the 
whole show is doing wheelies. If you 
can’t do a wheelie people don’t get 
excited. It’s the same thing Doug’s 
doing. 

“Another thing, where you have to 
come around a turn with a bank, and 
then climb up a step. It was a lot 
easier, especially if it was slippery, to 
use the bank to start the wheelie and 
then put the front wheel on top of the 
step. That way you don’t have to 
accelerate to lift the front wheel be- 
cause it was already up. That also re- 
duces the chances of spinning the rear 
wheel.” 

Doug hasn't fooled around with the 
banked wheelie turns that Bernie often 
uses. He also hadn't heard of the teeter- 
totter trick that Bernie invented. For 
that one Bernie approaches the see- 
saw, lifts his front wheel and places it 
above the raised end of the teeter- 
totter. That slams it down to the 
ground. Then he rides up the teeter- 
totter and down the other side. 

“The hardest part is trying to do a 
wheelie up the wooden ramp once it 
has dropped down. Doug, you ought 
to set up a teeter-totter in the middle 
of the straight. That would be cool for 
your halftime show,” Bernie suggested. 





‘Td like to take a 1300, 
build a ramp like at 
the Grand Canyon, 
put ona parachute 
and hit the ramp like 
James Bond with that 
ski jump.

“Hitting it with the front wheel would 
stop my gyro wheel from spinning. I 
don't really need it, but it does make 
things easier. There’s one way I want 
to learn to ride my bike though, a dif- 
ferent way and I haven't told anyone 
yet. It will be so bitchin’, the crowds 
will freak out. A different way to ride 
the bike and do a wheelie. And I'd like 
to wheelie over 20 cars end-to-end and 
break the windshields.” 

“Sammy Miller has ridden over 26 
autos placed end to end.” 

“I think it would be harder to ride 
over cars‘on a trials bike. A trials bike 
feels weird to me, squirelly. The bars 
are so forward you don’t feel like you 
have any controls.” 

Bernie wheelies up on the pegs while 
Doug sits down most of the time. “I 
have more control with a sit-down 





wheelie because I’m closer to. the 
center of gravity. My whole body is on 
the bike, I can squeeze it with my legs 
and feel more secure. I can stand up, 
but I only do it when I'm doing real 
tight circles.” 

Bernie wanted to know if Doug 
could bunny hop. Bernie has gone 
over seven people lying side by side. 
The technique, a lot easier on a bicycle, 
calls for approaching the quivering 
mass of flesh on the ground, lifting the 
front wheel and then unloading the 
shocks and springing the rear wheel off 
the ground. 

Doug's reply was negative, he hadn't 
tried it, but he felt he could do it if he 
practiced and adapted the shocks. 
Doug does have a different kind of 
stunt in mind for the Superbowl of 
Motocross this year. If he brings it off, 
he figures he'll freak out the L.A. 
crowd. And if Doug pulls it off, the in> 


dividual who will help it happen will 


be that announcer extraordinaire, Mr. 
Motormouth, Larry Huffman. 

“He's really good at his job. You 
can’t really announce what I do, but 
he sets the people up for it. Then he 
does countdowns in the whoop sec- 
tions. He's a big part of my success. He 
really gets the American crowds to re- 
spond. 

“Like in England, Ivan Mauger 
(eight-time Speedway World Cham- 





pion) had never seen me before. They 
had me practice before the show first. 
You know, let this turkey go out there 
and ride. So I did my thing for Ivan. 
Everyone seemed to appreciate it, but 
nobody said a word. Then I started to 
get applause after the announcer, 
Bruce Flanders, got them going.” 


Bernie's itinerary this year includes 
five months overseas, basing in 
England, plus occasional flybacks for 
motorcycle shows and indoor exhibi- 
tion trials. Doug will be doing all the 
stadium races, and some of the 
American GPs, nationals and Trans- 
USA races. He also hopes to start doing 
some NASCAR races. And he heads 
for the Isle of Man in June. 

When asked to explain his sudden 
popularity, Doug suggested, “It freaks 
people out. Why have I gotten this 
magazine coverage? Why hasn't some- 
body else done what I’m doing the last 
80 years?” 

“It's just like trials, Doug. All those 
years and nobody bothered doing 
floater turn wheelies in the sections. 
I've ridden over there three years and 
still nobody else does it.” 

“We're firsts, Bernie.” 

“Doug and me and Debbie Evans 
could probably do a Barnum and 
Bailey Circus that would blow people 
away. Debbie standing on her head 








and us doing wheelies and going over 
double decker buses.” 

“Maybe we'll do it someday. I'd like 
to get her on the back of my bike while 
I'm wheelieing. She’d be perfect. She 
has nerve.”

“Think you could stand on your 
head, Doug?” 


“I think anybody could do it if they 
practiced. She just practiced.” 

“No, she looked at a photo and did 
it the second time she tried. Now she 
does a back flip dismount from the 
headstand and lands on her feet.” 

“TIl bet a gymnast could do it too.” 

“I can’t even do a headstand here on 
the floor. She has to balance the bike 
while she balances her body.” 

“I don’t think anything is impossible, 
Bernie. I didn’t think I'd ever wheelie 
a Kawasaki 1300 either, but if you put 
your mind to anything, you can do it.” 

“I used to think I'd never get up that 
waterfall I went up today.” 

“It’s all in your head, applying your- 
self. There’s a guy on a Harley, 
Bernie, who does a headstand on a 
moving bike. No room for error there. 
Yet he does it, it’s fantastic, but it 
doesn't get much recognition.” 


“And you're on covers, Doug, and 
guys who win championships aren't.” 

“If you have something different, you 
have something to sell.” 

Bernie wanted to know if Doug felt 
his skills were learned or just natural. 

“Well, I just say I'm saving my secrets 
for when my book comes out. I'll tell 
everybody what I know in the book. It’s 
100% practice, but it’s a lot of positive 
attitudes, things more than just prac- 
ticing. In my case, I use the back 
brake like in motocross on a jump. 
When the front wheel starts to come 
up, you'll save your butt everytime if 
you hit the back brake. You stop the 
rear tire and the torque brings you 
down. You could jump off a mountain 
and brake and control your pitch all 
the way down until you hit bottom.” 

“It would be great to do something 
like that, ride out the back end of a 
747 and parachute down. Just open 
your chute and let the bike keep going.” 





‘Tm working on a rear 
wheel wheelie. You 
lock the front brake 
and try to do a whole 
180 whipping the rear 
end around the front 
wheel and wind up 
going back the way 
you came.” — 
Schrezber. 





“I'd like to take a 1300, build a 
ramp like at the Grand Canyon, put 
on a parachute and hit the ramp like 
James Bond with that ski jump. I think 
that would be the neatest feeling.” 

“Doug, are you riding beyond the 
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point of no return when you do those 
wheelstands?” 

“Not really. If you don’t use the back 
brake though, you're on the point of 
no return. If you didn’t have a seat or 
a fender you could do a wheelie on 
pavement with a slick tire and go over 
and touch your backbone just like you 
were looping over and flop back up. It 
depends on traction. You have to have 
forward momentum. You'd have to be 
doing 50 to do that. You could go 
down a steep hill too, dragging your 
back if you didn’t have the fender to 
hold you up. There's, two things, 
traction and speed.” 

“I just hate it when people say that 
something can’t be done, you can't go 
up that.” 

“I like it when people tell me I can’t 
do something because that pumps me 
up more to do it. I ask people if they 
think I can make it around the track 
and I bet I can. I love proving people 
wrong. Like you were saying, Bernie, 
that nobody else could get up that 
wall. I’d love to go back there some 
other day and do it. If you can do it, I 
can. That's the way I feel. I just put on 








a positive attitude. What I can do, you 
could do easy, no problem.” 





“Doug and me and 
Debbie Evans could 
probably do a Barnum 
and Bailey Circus that 
would blow people 
away.”

“Could you be a trials champion?” 

“I don't think I could be a World 
Champion, but National Champion? 
Yeah, if I applied myself, I think I 
could. I’ve heard more people see me 
and say: Why aren't you in trials? I 
never knew much about it. I did ride 
one trial in Michigan and finished about 
12th. If I had started on a trials bike I 
would have been a good trials rider, 
but I started on a motocross bike.” 

“I could be 28 and start in doing 











what you do, Doug, but you're too old 
already to start in trying to do what I 
do. You've already gone past your 
time. There are guys riding as good as 
me right now who are 18. They started 
when I did, at age 10. There are a lot 
of kids coming up today that are really 
good,” 

“The biggest thing is you know ex- 
actly what your bike does and you're a 
part of it, Bernie. You watch Hannah 
and DeCoster and you can see DeCoster 
is a natural rider and Hannah is hang- 
ing on for his life, at least it looks that 
way sometimes.” 

“T used to watch Hannah race local- 
ly, and I remember when Eddie Cole 
was whipping him. He was wild, all 
over the place, but going fast.” 

“I guess to go that fast in a stadium 
race you have to get out of control. 
Tripes is the only guy who can go faster 
than Bob and stay more in control.” 

“Tripes is a natural rider. He shows 
it in his trials riding.” 


“But Bernie, I don’t feel I have 
special balance. I can’t stand on my 
toe for more than three seconds, but I 








have a good feel for brake and throttle 
coordination, and knowing where the 
balance point is, where you have to be 
in every turn, I don’t call that balance, 
it’s coordination. You just know where 
the bike has to be and you keep it 
there, There are people with perfect 
balance. Tight rope walkers.” 





“If you can picture 
doing it, you can do 
it.” — Domokos. . 





“It's all basically coordination. I 
think I have more things to coordinate 
when I'm riding in a section like steer- 
ing, deciding where the wheels have to 
be, using the clutch and brake at the 
same time. For a turn in third gear I 
have to hold the throttle wide open 
and use the brake and clutch to get the 
motor in its power range and then 
dump it to get up the next thing.” 

“There are similarities between moto- 





cross and what you do, Bernie. People 
have told me you're more like Bob 
Hannah. You go for it. Some trials 
riders go really slow and take their 
time. Over in England they were talk- 
ing about how fast you go. You make 
it; that’s what counts.” 

“Would you still want to be the 
Wheelie King if you could be a moto- 
cross champion instead?” 

“I want to stay doing my wheelies 
because I have my own little world. It’s 
more satisfying. There are 40 guys on 
the line for a motocross race and there's 
70,000 people looking at them. But I 
don’t have any competition right now 
so when I'm out there 70,000 people 
are looking at me.” 

“What if you do get some competi- 
tion?” 

“TIl blow them away.” 

“What was going through your 
mind the first time you wheelstanded 
the KZ1300?” 

“I was scared. I only had an hour's 
practice and decided to do a wheelie 
on it. When a bike comes up on the 
rear wheel I have like a leveling device 
in my head and my foot is always there 
on the brake, ready. I don’t have to 
think about my foot. I felt if the bike 
started to go over my foot would hit 
the brake and I'd be OK. That's what 
you have to remember, that the brake 
is going to save your butt every time. 
The 1300 is really exhilarating, a 
natural high. You get off and you go: 
‘God, I’m still alive! It’s like hang glid- 
ing. The 1300 and hang gliding are 
two things that are really highs. It’s 
like lighting a stick of dynamite.” 


“I wouldn't even begin to think 


about wheelieing that 1300.” 

“You're conservative. Other people 
get high off watching you.” 

“I think the best feeling is taking 
guys like you or Lackey or Roberts and 
going up in some canyon...” 

“..,and riding circles around them 
and making them feel bad.” 

“Yeah, that’s the best thing to do.” 


“You like to find the roughest thing, 
something nobody else can do. Like 
when I practice wheelies I don’t go 
down smooth hills. At Saddleback, 
there’s a real steep rocky downhill. 
You make it to the bottom of that, 
you're doing something. You push to 
the limit and see how far you can go. 
Isn’t that how you train, Bernie?” 

“That’s basically it. It developed 
into the trick stuff. Like yesterday. I 
thought it was neat at that section 
where I got ones and cleans and every- 
body else was fiving it. For the other 
guys it was crash, crash, crash and I'd 
make it and get more happy.” 

“I get a lot of people who try to show 
off in front of me all the time. I don’t 
think you do, Bernie, But who's the 
biggest showoff in the world right now, 
without trying to be one, you on your 
trials bike. It’s easier to show off on a 
trials bike.” 

“Im working on a rear wheel 
wheelie. You lock the front brake and 
try to do a whole 180 whipping the rear 
end around the front wheel and wind 
up going back the way you came. 
Antonio Gorgot showed me how to do 
the whole thing. It’s taken me a year 
just to get it up and to the side, like a 
90. You have to get the right braking 
speed or you'll go right over the bars. 
You get the front brake on, then you 
feel the rear wheel starting to lift and 
you slowly lock the front to stop the 
wheel so you can whip around. Gorgot's 
whole front wheel skids around to do 
the 180.” 


“If you can picture doing it, you can 
do it,” 

“Like in Italy I've seen some guys in 
a trials sidecar lift the drive wheel up 
and ride along on the other two wheels 
downhill. They get a lot of speed up, 
lift and then coast down on the front 
wheel and the sidecar wheel.” 
“It’s all upstairs.” o

CRC hosts

CARLSBAD, CA, MAR. 16 

A few miles to the north, one 
kind of Klan was gathering to 
do violence to almost anyone; 
here the dedicated motorcycle 
racers were gathered to do violence 
only to themselves. Since I'm still 
mending from that same tendency to 
be careless when least likely to survive, 
my viewpoint was limited to a few 
select spots, notably the start and the 
big jump immediately following. 
What I saw was that craziness is still 
rampant among racers. I love it! 

The course was essentially the same 
as what we all saw on TV, plus the 
drag strip and a downhill, asphalt 
strip, plus the motocross course. There 
were two areas that caused most of the 
position changes throughout the day 
— the very hard, very rough section 
immediately after the start jump and 
the muddy sections of the motocross 
course. 

The first race off into the beautiful 
morning were the screamin’ minis. 
Terry Woody got a beautiful holeshot 
and came off the jump looking in con- 
trol. His glory didn’t last, however, 
because at the end of the first lap Chris 
Gables had taken the lead, not to be 








headed again. Barry Crawford gave 
Gables a battle in the first three laps 
but Gables began to pull steadily 
away. Meanwhile, back in the dust, 
Terry Woody and Dwayne Sardinsky 
had settled into a knock-down, 
knuckle-bitin’ fight for what turned 
out to be fourth and fifth at the end. 
Woody, riding as a Beginner, parlayed 
a well-tuned bike and determination 
into the fourth spot while Sardinsky 
tried to overcome a slightly sick bike 
by some great riding. As these two 
were worrying at each other, Bob 
Pickard put together good riding and 
a good machine to come out of the 
sunset into third place. 

The Veterans’ race belonged 
entirely to Lee Evans and Lynn Vick. 
They were the first off the line and 
over the jump and that’s the way they 
stayed. The only moment of high 
drama came when Evans got a little 
exhuberant coming off the jump in a 
later lap and almost looped it. He 
recovered without problem and held 
the lead. 

The 81-200cc race was another walk- 
away, this time in favor of Robert 
Miller. He was challenged briefly in 
the first lap by P69 and Albert St. 
George and later by Mark Davis, but 
Miller was never in real danger and St. 
George and Davis settled for second 
and third. 

The 250cc race was made notable 
by a Maico rider who repeatedly 
practiced the start and exhibited some 
fine wheelies when returning to the

start line. The practice paid off 
because he was first by far at the start 
and over the jump. Apparently the 
wheelies didn’t help, however, because 
he dropped steadily back and soon 
disappeared. Right behind him at the 
start were Troy Smith and Norman 
Francis with Francis emerging as the 
leader at the end of the first lap. Smith 
soon took command on the motocross- 
oriented course and although Francis 
made him work for every inch, Smith 
gradually pulled away to put enough 
room to allow a hard-riding Robert 
Miller to slip into second by the finish. 
If this is the same Miller who won the 
lightweight race, he indeed put in a 
hard day's day! Another glutton for 
punishment is Lynn Vick who finished 
second in the Veterans race and 
picked up a fourth against the kids 
here. 

In the Open class, Bob Broten got 
the starting jump on Eric Graves, but 
within two laps, Graves jumped back 
and stayed on top. Jerri Marquis rode 
a hard, steady race and finished third. 
Paul Huffman was warming himself 
and his KTM for the team race and 
warmed his way into fourth. 

The ATC/Odyssey race always pro- 
vides a lot of excitement and there was 
plenty in this one. The 10-Second 
Race Award goes to Odyssey #301 who 
screamed over the jump, hit the rain 
ruts just beyond, and brought the 
crowd to the fences with a tumbling 
act that would have made a gymnast 
proud. He crawled away from that but 
a bent axle ended his aerial exhibition 
for the day. While the spectators gee- 
whizzed over this crash, Bill Mow took 
his highly modified Odyssey to a firm 
and well-deserved first place. 








Some of the day's best racing 
occured during the rider swaps in the 
team race. It was a wire-to-wire battle 
between the KTM team of Paul 
Huffman/Craig Adams and the 
Suzuki -team of Mike Johns/Troy 
Smith. At the final lap, even the 
partners left in the pits weren't sure 
who would show up first. It went to the 
KTM team but it couldn’t have been 
closer or better contested.

Six hundred racers descended on 
Indian Dunes for the second race 








of the California Racing Club’s 
Budweiser/ Yamaha Series.

Brown, 
in second, fought off Holley until Hol- 
ley withdrew with mechanicals. Once 
more, Brown was forced out with bike 
problems leaving the duel to O’Mara, 
Whelchel and Whiting. When the 
checkered flag brought them across 
the line, O’Mara took home top dollar 
for the class, Whelchel took second 
overall plus top money from Yamaha 
and third overall went to Whiting. 

When the 250cc Pros blasted off the 
line Mike Brown was ready and soared 
out into the lead.

(Hus) and Ricky De Long (Mai). 
Williams stayed close throughout the 
moto and finished just behind the 
leader. Hard-charging Jim Turner 
recovered from a bad start and closed 
to third with De Long the fourth-place 
finisher. Moto two was a two-horse 
race with Schlag pulling the holeshot 
and a good lead before Canadian 
champ Turner pulled himself together 
and mounted a moto-long charge that 
left him just short at the checkered. 

Suzuki-mounted Phil Crane had 
things his own way as he won both 
125cc Expert motos. “Bad Brad” 
Bruns (Suz) was a close second in moto 
one after Mark Hearn (Yam) fell on 
the downhill. In moto number two, 
Fresno’s Dave Manhire managed a 
close second that with his fourth place 
first moto finish garnered him second 
overall. 

The next race at Carnegie had been 
planned for April 6 but because of a 
few technicalities has been cancelled. 
The May 4 motocross will be held as 
scheduled. 


Prause on the 
prowl at Clarks 
Branch MX

Craig Prause rode to a 250cc Pro 
class victory aboard his new 
250cc Kawasaki Uni-Trak at the 
Clarks Branch motocross today. 
Craig had to make special arrange- 
ments to pick up the new bike from the 
warehouse in Seattle because they were 
not available at the time to the public. 
Once at the beautiful Roseburg track 
Craig once again made special arrange- 
ments but this time it was arrange- 
ments to win! 
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Tim Worth blasted both Pro motos at Tulare. 


Near the halfway mark the order 
was Huffman, Prause, Williams and 
Wing. Prause was really putting the 
pressure on Huffman for first when, at 
the bottom of the big downhill, he 
stalled his Kawasaki. By the time he 
got restarted two riders had passed 
him. Prause really got down to busi- 
ness as he repassed the two riders and 
again started working on Huffman. At 
one point Prause and Huffman were so 
close that their machines made 
contact and Prause almost went down. 
Prause later commented that he had 
lost his rear brake early in the moto 
and when he and Huffman got close 
he wasn't able to stop. Huffman was 
unshook by the contact and went on to 
take the checkered flag followed closely 
by Prause, Williams and Wing. One 
other interesting entrant was Rich Earl 
who is Team LOP rider Mark Greg- 
son’s mechanic. Rich didn’t have too 
good of a day placing sixth in the first 
moto, 

In the second set of motos, the dust 
was really becoming a factor as Roy 
Davis grabbéd the early lead in the 
125cc Pro class. Behind Davis was 
Smith, Stan Roberts and Jeff Bryant. 
Just as the riders completed one lap, 
Smith and Bryant got tangled up and 
both went down. That put Roberts in 
second place. Smith got up before 
Bryant and therefore was in third 
place. Smith caught up with Roberts 
and the two diced it out for second 
place. Smith finally got around Roberts 
and held onto second place until the 
finish. Davis never lost the lead. 

As the noisiest water truck in captiv-

One couldn't ask for a more beauti- 
ful day as a touch of spring touched 
Oregon and the temperature rose to 
almost 70 degrees. Add to that the 
good track conditions and beautiful 
facilities at the Roseburg track and 
you had a perfect day for motocross. 


| The Clarks Branch track lies against 
one of many steep rolling hills in a 
valley that is so green it would put the 
Emerald City of Oz to shame. Sheep 
and cattle graze next to the track ob- 
livious to the racing taking place next 
to them. The course is very wide and 
winds along the hill and through the 
trees. Since the course is laid out on a 
hillside there are many off-camber 
turns, uphills and one huge downhill. 
This downhill is about the length of a 
football field and contains two jumps 
about one third of the way from the 
top. These jumps offer the riders the 
opportunity to hot dog it for the 
cameras and a wave or a foot off the 
peg while flying through the air is the 
order of the day for this spot. 

The track was smooth and moist 
with lots of traction when the 125cc 
Pro class left the backwards-falling 
gate. Jeff Bryant got the holeshot with 
Roy Davis close behind. Two riders fell 
just after the start, one of which was 
Rick Smith. Smith remounted but was 
in the back of the pack. Bryant led for 
three quarters of a lap until he and 
Davis started down the downhill. Roy 
Davis didn’t even blink as he plunged 
down the hill shifting up through the 
gears. He leaped his Yamaha over the 
jump flying 30 feet in the air, passing 
Bryant in the process. The tricky part 
was slowing down enough to make the 
sharp right-hand turn at the bottom. 
No one jumped further than Davis. 


Davis continued to lead with Bryant 
in second followed by Stan Roberts 
and Rick Smith. And that was the 
order of the finish. Smith rode almost 
the entire moto with his clutch lever 
dangling from the handlebar. 


There was some dust visible as Steve 
Williams got the holeshot in the 250cc 
Pro class. Behind Williams was Rod 
Huffman, Craig Prause and Randy 
Wing. As the riders started up one of 
the short uphills, Huffman muscled 
around Williams for first place. A few 
laps later, Prause began to move as did 
Wing. Prause pulled his Kawasaki

Marysville MX 
madness under 
the sun

MARYSVILLE, CA, MAR. 9 

An unblemished blue sky over 
the damp “E” Street Track was 
a welcome respite from the rainy 
skies and sodden tracks which 
have been the common lot of northern 
California motocrossers until today. 
The riders responded in wholesale num- 
bers. With 425 eager riders on hand, 
the faultless weather was a definite plus. 
Regrettably there were several accidents 
which kept the ambulances rolling 
throughout the day and even necessi- 
tated holding up the program for a 
while, which is practically an unprece- 
dented occurrence at Marysville Moto- 
cross. For most riders it was an 
excellent chance to bask in the sun and 
watch some great racing between their 
own motos. 

The 250cc Experts led off the pro- 
gram and Rick Woodson (Mai) from 
Crystal Bay, NV, carrying a District 36 
blue plate, had the holeshot. The con- 
test for first developed between the 
four Maicos ridden by Eric McKenna, 
Dan Turner, Randy Losh and Allen 
Berluti. Berluti led first, then McKenna 
took over and finally Turner. McKenna 








gave up his lead gracelessly enough to 
put him back in 13th place for the 
checkered. Lenny Giger (Hon), who 
spilled in the first turn and thus had a 
very bad start, rode well enough. to 
work his way up to fourth. 

Giger was in better shape at the start 
of moto two, taking the holeshot and 
leading for the first lap. He managed 
to work his way back to fifth for the 
finish, however. Again it was McKenna 
and Berluti who fought for the lead 
and finished 1-2. Turner did not finish 
at all the second time out. 

The first moto of the 250cc Juniors 
was holeshot and led by Larry Coleman 
(Hus), a familiar enough sight, but he 
did not appear at all for the second 
moto. In moto one, Nick Bishop (Mai) 
moved into second during lap two and 
stayed there until his final dive into the 
corner preceeding the checkered flag. 
He dove alright, right off his bike and 
onto his head and neck. Luckily it only 
cost him a single position; Marco Stanley 
was close enough behind to cross up 
for second but Bishop struggled across 
in third. 

Kevin Ichimure (Yam) grabbed the 
holeshot in moto two with Bishop hot 
behind. Bishop took the lead on the 
second. lap and kept it to the finish 
with Stanley making his way up through 
the pack to cross second to tie Bishop 
in points. Bishop claimed first overall 
to Stanley's second. Robert Carrel 
(Yam) earned third overall from two 
strong fourth-place rides. 

Loren Turner (Kaw) was around the 
first turn in front of the division one 
250cc Novices in moto one and Steve 
Waldorf (Hon) did it in moto two, but 
in both motos it was Tom Polito who 
flashed his Honda past the checkered 
flag first. John Coulombe (Yam) and 
Ken Wolcott (Hon) lined up each time 
for second and third with tough good 
riding. 

Gene Higginbothan (Mai) was the 
front runner of the Old Timer Experts 
both times out. Jesse Dean stayed in 
front of all his fellow Juniors and Mike 
Hackett (Kaw) did the same to the 
Novices both times as well. Ernie 
Cabral (Suz) was a first turn casualty 
who remounted dead last with most of 
his breath still knocked out and tried 
to catch up with his fellow Experts. He 
managed to put 19 bikes behind him 
before being waved off by the checkered 
flag which was a worthy enough per- 
formance to warrant packing up his 
bike and nursing his sore ribs as a spec- 
tator during the second round. 

As the Open Experts blasted off the 


line for moto one it was Dan Turner 
(Mai) in front followed by Shawn 
Hybarger (Mai) and Duane Joice (Yam) 
around turn one. Turner held the lead 
for the first couple of laps but by lap 
three McKenna was pushing and by 
lap four he was past Turner. Berluti, 
Losh and Hybarger were next in line 
with some space between, but for 
McKenna and Turner it was push or 
be pushed and they moved together 
many seconds ahead. McKenna kept 
in front to the finish. Round two saw 
Turner and McKenna dicing right off 
the line with the lead changing several 
times, but again it was McKenna who 
got across the finish in front. Berluti 
and Losh were again third and fourth 
with Losh pressing hard. 

Bob Shoreen (Mai) had the holeshot 
in moto one of the Open Juniors but he 
was soon displaced by Jeff Anselmo 
(Yam) and then Dan Lawson (Mai) 
who rode first across the finish line. 
Shoreen had the holeshot again in 
moto two and managed to hold on to 
his advantage this time out. Lawson 
pulled ahead for one lap but Shoreen 
reinstated himself to claim the win. 

In moto one of the Open Novices 
John Allen (Mai) began first and 
finished first, stretching out a comfort- 
able lead by mid-race which he never 
gave up. Howie Ross (Suz) was second 
off the line and held that position until 
the final moments of the race when 
Danny Bond jammed his Maico past 
him to claim second and relegate Ross 
to third. 

Ross had a clear holeshot in the 
second moto but soon found himself 
third again when Allen pulled ahead 
and then Jeff Alexander (Mai) did the 
same. Bond put in another strong bid 
to get past Ross on the final lap, but 
this time he crashed in the attempt, 
leaving Ross in the clear. 

Dana Waxham (Yam) had the hole- 
shot in moto one of the 125cc Experts 
with David Wetherbee (Hon) and 
Scott Rebuck (Suz) close behind. 
Waxham stayed in front for most of 
the race while Dave Coupe (Suz) moved 
in behind and then past to win. 
Rebuck hung on for third and Ken 
McKenzie (Suz) was fourth. 

Coupe had the holeshot and never 
gave an inch to sweep moto two. 
Waxham gave chase but DNF the 
race. Jeff Watts (Yam) and Mike 
Preston (Yam) fought for second and 
third as McKenzie covered fourth for 
the second time. 

The 250cc Juniors were dominated 
by Leon Ellis riding a Suzuki to the 
win in both motos. Second and third 
were shared once each in the two motos 
by Steve Vlahos (Suz) and Lance Cole- 
man (Hus). Ellis had the holeshot in 
moto one but David Richards (Suz) 
holeshot moto two and made a strong 
bid for a top position, coming in for a 
photo finish barely behind Vlahos for 
fourth overall.

Ulibarri, Bohm and 
McGinnis master 
muddy Utah MX

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, FEB. 24 
The Ogden Cycle Association 
made some drastic changes in 
their Hot Springs Raceway track 
by filling in some murky, bike- 
consuming ponds and cutting out a 
few muddy quicksand corners for the 
big SRA point event held today. The 
motocross wasn't exactly mud-free, 
but the ‘crossers left the track resem- 
bling dirty people instead of chocolate- 
covered nuts. Actually, that mud is 
great for wrinkles...especially when 
the sun bakes it on the bod! Maybe 
that's why those “old Pro” Mini men 
look so young? A newly formed racing 
team sponsored by Monarch Honda 
that includes Marty Sutton, David 
Donaldson and Larry Bird geared into 
the winner’s circle with wins in each of 
their classes which brought a big smile 
of pleasure and hallowed words of 
advice spoken by the “moto guru,” 
“Teams that work together, win to- 
gether... ah so!” 

The addition of new ground made it 
possible for the Minis to travel the 
whole course this year and the Mini 
Experts took full advantage and 
romped speedily around the track, 
Rod Koford grabbed the holeshot in 
the first heat and held the lead for the 
duration of the race while Mark 
McDonald and Brent Smith diced for 
second and Steve Liedberg found him- 
self mired at the back of the pack. 
Liedberg likes the challenge of working 
up through the pack, so with delight- 
ful dexterity, he began his quest. By 
the time Smith held the second spot, 
Liedberg had zapped riders until he'd 
gained third. Smith was doing a good 
fencing-off job until he was grabbed 
by a rut and Liedberg scurried into 
second. Koford again nabbed the lead 
line in the second moto, but leapin’ 
Liedberg zeroed in, took over then 
skimmed the top soil with an almost 
“spiritual” ride. Liedberg rode away 
with the high stakes, Koford raced to a 
second-place finish and Smith slid in 
with third. 

Two new hot contenders in the 125cc 
Expert class, Ken Ulibarri and Brent 
Gray, gave us a taste of the speedy 
season we will encounter this year. 








Gray tagged a holeshot ride that took 
him all the way to the stars, but a “cut 
course call” dropped him back a lap 
and Ulibarri, who was close behind, 
got the first place checks. Dave Smith 
corralled second and Gray was 
dropped back to third. 

All attention turned to the probable 
action that would be encountered in 
the second moto. Randy Yates shot out 
with the holer, but Ulibarri and Smith 
surrounded the guy and put him out of 
the battle. Ulibarri tagged the front 
position, but Smith and Gray stayed 
on his tail until a wide-open straight 
gave Smith a taste of the star spot. 
Gray got a little out of shape and gave 
himself a mud facial while Ulibarri 
gave Smith's knobby a few well-placed 
punches and regained the top 
position, Meanwhile, Gray remounted, 
gassed his mount to the max and 
closed up the gap on the leaders. 
Ulibarri and Gray were bar-to-bar in 
the sweeper when the checks emerged 
and the photo finish left the score- 
keepers ina turmoil. Gray got the 
first-place nod, but Ulibarri carted off 
first overall bucks. Gray stacked up a 
second and Smith captured third. 


Dale Bohm bought a double first 
when the 250cc Expert pack hit the 
turf while Mike Kelly, Gaven Dillard, 
John Archuleta and Pete Watson 
skirmished for second. Archuleta was 
givin’ Dillard the business, then an 
end-over-end maneuver cramped his 
style and Dillard went after Kelly. 
They diced playfully together until 
Watson entered stage-left and racing 
became serious. Watson booted Kelly 
out of the way, set his sights on 
Dillard, squashed him, gained second 
and blew it when he fell off. The 
musical chair routine began again, 
with Watson more determined than 
ever, but even his speedy recovery 
couldn't close the gap on the leaders. 
Bohm sewed up the high stakes with 
his blast-away second-moto ride, Ed 
Flanigan filled up second, Kelly throt- 
tled third and Bart Mounteer took 
over fourth. Watson found himself 
stuck in a middle-pack mire which 
called for some heavy slicin’ 
maneuvers. Flanigan got off for a 
breather, Kelly snatched second and 
Mounteer, dogged heavily by Watson, 
jumped into third. Positions underwent 
another change as the last lap flag flew 
and the checkers heralded a Bohm, 
Kelly, then Watson finish. 

The Open Expert class roared away 
with Randy Sargent controlling the 
lead spot, Terry McGinnis holding the 
hammer down in second and Preston 
Gerber high-balling third. Sargent 
went for the wide-open spaces in a 
moonshot ride until his mount expired 
leaving McGinnis clutching the bag. 
Gerber developed the munchies, slowed 
down for a few big bites and Bart 
Lindsay fired up the second spot, 
while Dave Teeples chugged into 
third. The second moto places were a 
repeat of the first, Terry McGinnis 
styled an orbitized ride for the top 
dinero, Lindsay shot in for second and 
Teeples tromped third. e

Dear Constituent... 


Thank you for your letter regarding 
my cosponsorship of H. Con. Res. 220, 
calling on the President to establish a 
federal strike force to investigate feder- 
al crimes committed by members of 
outlaw motorcycle gangs. I appreciate 
your having taken the time to bring 
your concerns to my attention. 

The construction of this resolution 
was the result of hearings on welfare 
abuse which were conducted in Wash- 
ington. Those hearing brought to- 
gether a very knowledgeable group of 
individuals from law enforcement 
agencies, private citizenry, a former 
gang member, and a victim of gang 
violence. Information gathered at 
those hearings revealed a number of 
frightening experiences and practices, 
and brought to light the existence of 
welfare abuse. For example, we know 
that money obtained from welfare is 
often used to conceal income from a 
variety of illegal activities. Additionally, 
we also know that welfare dollars are 
used to finance illegal activities. I know 
you would be among the first advocat- 
ing action to bring this kind of lawless- 
ness and abuse to an end. 


I would like to point out that in my 
opening statement at the hearings, I 
spoke to the concern your raised in your 
correspondence. Along with my col- 
leagues present at the Task Force hear- 
ings, I spoke to the need to focus on 
the criminals in outlaw motorcycle 
gangs and che crimes they commit — 
not the sport of motorcycling or, by 
implication, the individuals and clubs 
engaging in that sport. 

Finally, let me assure you that I 
have always opposed efforts to restrict 
the right of people to use motorcycles 
and off-road, four-wheel drive, and 
recreational vehicles. For example, I 
have fought groups who have tried to 
close the desert to those of us who are 
campers and bikers. Further, I believe 
very strongly in the right of every indi- 
vidual to join clubs and associations of 
their choice, and would appreciate it if 
you would spread the word that I am 
now, always have been, and always 
will be an advocate of membership in 
vehicle associations and clubs in the 
United States. 

Again, many thanks for letting me 








know your views on this very important 
concern. Please continue to keep in 
touch about any issues that are im- 
portant to you, and let me know if I 
can be of assistance.

Ballinger Canyon battle lies 
ahead 


My compliments to the Dirt Diggers 
for the Red Garter Enduro, and to the 
townspeople of New Cuyama for host- 
ing us. The fact that the event was ever 
held again is certainly a tribute to the 
club's doggedness, tenacity and out- 
right courage. Lesser organizations 
and persons would have abandoned 
the uphill battle long ago. 

Though this significant victory has 
been won, the war remains ahead. 
Ballinger Canyon is a strategic piece of 
real estate that belongs to all of us, 
and it is vitally important to our cause 
that we not tose it to the armchair 
conservationists. ' 

The Red Garter contained some 
long road sections, and limited Bal- 
linger Canyon trail use, which was un- 
avoidable under the present circum- 
stances. But we shouldn’t have to live 
with this in the future if we concentrate 
on two issues: (1) the PAOT (“Persons 
At One Time”) campground limit of 
160 people, and (2) the reduction in 
the hundreds of miles of beautiful trails 
we've had to an “official” 30 or so 
miles. Both of these are arbitrary and 
capricious rules, pumped out by Wash- 
ington bureaucrats and supported by 
regional USFS political hacks. 

The 160 PAOT rule was obviously 
dreamed up by some easterner who 
thinks that everyone here camps with a 
tent and requires the use of a table and 
the campground toilet. The second rule 
is absurd from just about any vantage, 








including an environmental one, since 
it will throw those “official” trails into 
quite heavy use. The very least we 
should settle for is an elimination of 
the PAOT, and a commitment to 
rotate trail usage.. 

If everyone who ever rode an enduro 
sat down tonzght and wrote three short 
neatly handwritten congressional 
letters, I believe we could bring enough 
pressure to bear to turn this thing 
around — for all of us everywhere. In 
their letter to entrants of the aborted 
Red Garter last year the Dirt Diggers 
put it very well: 

“Yes, we can move to the desert, but 

how many times can we move be- 

fore there is no place left to move to 

...we feel a stand has to be made 

now.” 

If you feel the same way, please 
write tonight.

A couple of years ago the AMA 
started the AA class for National riders. 
I feel that all Pro factory riders should 
be put in this class. I don’t think it’s 
fair for a weekend enduro rider to 
have to compete against guys like Jack 
Penton. 

Enduros are now at the point that 
you really can’t be competitive if you 
don’t have a sponsorship or support of 
some kind. I'm currently riding for 
DMG Maico in the 125cc class at Dis- 
trict 37 enduros. If it wasn’t for DMG's 
support, I wouldn't be riding enduros. 
I started riding D-37 enduros in 1974 
at the age of 14 and I have noticed the 
changes caused by factory riders (Pros) 
riding in amateur classes. 

I can understand the factories trying 
to sell bikes and get their ads in Cycle 
News and the magazines, but to me it 
just isn’t fair to see Larry and Jack tak- 
ing 200cc A class wins when their re- 
cords speak for themselves. The com- 
petition busts their butts all week at 
their jobs so they have enough money 
to ride an enduro on the weekend and 
try and win a $3 trophy only to get 
beaten out by a professional factory 
rider from Kawasaki, Suzuki or 
Yamaha.

Hannah joins the four-wheelers 


ROSEMEAD, CA, MAR. 24 


Bob “Hurricane” Hannah has signed with the Tracy Valenta Off-Road 
Racing Team and is scheduled to make his debut in an Unlimited Class 
1desert racing four-wheeler at the June 20-21 Off-Road Championship 
Grand Prix in the L.A. Coliseum. Hannah, 23, who rose to superstardom 
in his four seasons on the AMA professional motocross circuit, was 
sidelined by a water skiing accident in June of 1979. Still recovering 
from multiple fractures of his leg, which doctors say must rest for the 
remainder of 1980, Hannah has decided to test his skill with the team 
that supported Indianapolis 500 winner Rick Mears in his major off- 
road victories. In addition to Mickey Thompson’s L.A. Colieum race, 
Hannah is expected to drive in the SCORE Off-Road World Champion- 
ships, Aug. 25-26 at Riverside and the Nov. 6-7 Baja 1000 as well as in 


other selected events. 


In a Mar. 20 press conference — seven months to the day from 
Hannah's accident — he responded to reporters’ questions. 

When asked about racing in 1980 AMA 500cc National Championship 
MX Series events, Hannah replied, “It would be better for me to stay 
away from the 500cc class than to ride it and get 10th...or whatever 
place I'd get.” He runs and drives wearing a leg brace, but that will be 
no longer necessary in two weeks, Hannah said. He'll ride again in 


two months, but not race. 


Is he ready for the Coliseum event? “The first time I’ve ever been in 
one of those cars — Tracy gave me one to practice with — was yester- 
day,” Bob laughed, “so | guess I'm all practiced up. | have no idea how 
fast I'll have to go to win. The only thing | know is that the car's a little 
faster than a jackrabbit — | found that out yesterday.” 


Papa talked with Jimmy Weinert on 
pressday, and The Jammer was going 
WFO lining up his deal for the 
remainder of the '80 MX season since 
leaving Team Kawasaki. He has not as 
yet contracted a major sponsor, but 
after spending last weekend in Florida 





at the Sebring 12-hour auto race, 
Weinert reported, “I met some people 
there that should make it easier for me 
to find a sponsor. When I rolled into 
the pits and saw all those truck and 
trailer rigs, I said, ‘This definitely ain't 
the bush leagues!” He has almost 








closed a deal on motorcycles, but, 
“I've got guys coming down 
Wednesday to talk with me, to finalize 
everything, so I don’t know if I should 
announce anything yet. I'll tell you 
one thing, though. It’s a North Ameri- 
can bike. It's not a Japanese bike. And 
it’s not a Maico.” Weinert sounded, “I 
want to wish everyone else the best of 
luck... they're gonna need it when I 
get out there. This isn’t the new 
Jammer talking; this is the old 
Jammer!” Weinert will ride the AMA 
500cc National Championship MX 
Series as well as the remaining Super- 
cross events. 


Heard the rumor that General 
Motors is doing some experimental 
work with motorcycles? So did 
we. Calls to three different GM 
public relations offices produced 
such replies as: “It doesn’t really 
seem very likely,” “I really can’t 
imagine it,” “It's news to me,” and, 
“To the best of my knowledge, I’ve 
never heard a thing about it.” What 
do you think? 


Nine Americans will represent the 
U.S. in Easter Weekend's Trans- 
Atlantic Match Races in Great 
Britain. Kenny Roberts will captain 
the U.S, squad comprised of Dale 
Singleton, David Aldana, Freddie 
Spencer, Skip Aksland, Wes Cooley, 
Randy Mamola, Richard Schlachter 
and John Long. All will ride Yamahas 
except Aldana, Cooley and Mamola. 
Aldana and Cooley (“as of right now,” 
according to a source at Yoshimura 
when we phoned on Mar. 21) will ride 
the Yoshimura/Vetter F-1 four-stroke 
Suzukis.

Desert riders to review BLM 
Desert Plan draft 


WESTERVILLE, OH, MAR. 24 


With the release of the Bureau of Land Management's California 
Desert Plan draft, the American Motorcyclist Association is urging 
desert riders to review the document and submit written comments to 
BLM in support of more available riding area by May 15. 

The draft, costing the government $8 million, proposes four alter- 
natives for desert management. Two of these decrease riding area 
significantly, a third does not change current restrictions and a fourth 
expands the amount of space open to riders. 

The four alternatives are: Preservation, Balanced, No Action and 
Use. The Balanced Alternative, BLM’s attempt “to protect sensitive 
resources and accommodate motorized vehicle use,” will reduce 
“open” space by almost 50 percent. The Balanced Alternative is most 
likely to be adopted in the final plan, BLM said. 

“What the BLM considers balanced is much different from what we 
believe is balanced,” said Robert Rasor, AMA's associate director of 
government relations. “Considering that off-highway vehicle users 
contribute $330.4 million to the desert economy each year, OHV riders 
are short-changed under the Balanced Alternative.” 

Rasor added that six years ago “open” riding space was cut 94.6 
percent and that under the Balanced Alternative open areas would be 
reduced another 2.8 percent. “That is not balanced,” Rasor said, “it's 


ridiculous. 


“We seek an alternative that will shift the emphasis to somewhere 
between the Balanced and the Use Alternatives. The closer to Use the 


better,” he explained. 


With the release of the draft, a 90-day comment period began and 
runs through May 15. Also, a series of public hearings will be held 
throughout southern California to discuss the draft.

The final plan will be reviewed by Congress this summer and will be 


implemented by Sept. 30. 




















TT Scrambles ‘80: Revival 
meeting in progress 


AMA District 37, once the sand- 
lot for fledgling AMA profes- 
sional dirt track racers, has 
packed the 1980 scrambles cal- 
endar with a program that will have 
Sportsman dirt trackers returning 
to popular local tracks which have 
been unavailable for the last several 
years. 

At this writing, District 37 Scrambles 
Steward Ed Carroll is working toward 
closing deals for the use of Ascot, 
Adelanto, Carlsbad, Corona, Elsinore, 
Perris and Saddleback. In fact, the 
latest TT points race was at Saddle- 
back on March 16. The Lightweights 
Motorcycle club put it on, and trust 
me, when they throw a race, it’s no 
lightweight! 

Last time I roosted the TT track at 
Saddleback, Gary Scott passed me 
mid-air on a long downhill jump and 
left me feeling fairly inadequate for 
the task of playing with him on his 
track. 

To induce people to try out a skid 
race at least once, the Lightweights 
like to run beginners Pie Plate races. 
That means that you can “run what 
you brung”. They'll tape a paper plate 
with a number on it to your bike, and 
you don’t have to compete at a frantic 
level. You can just skid around for the 
fun of it. By popular demand they also 
have an ATC class, a Desert racer 
class, one for Motocrossers, and the 
usual Novice, Amateur, Expert classes 
which provide really hot racing. 

If that’s not enough, the expanded 
program for future ‘races this year 
includes Semi-Pro class racing which 
means Novices and Amateurs go for 
the gold while Experts go for the green 
stuff. : 

With such a come-one, come-all 
program this year, the first points race 
at Elsinore on Jan. 20 was a basic red- 
hot flank speed, bar-to-bar, runaway 
dirt track number. The “gas it and 
slash through the traffic” routine is 
already happening on the district 
tracks, but because lots of the district 
Sportsman stars such as Jeff Johnson, 
Ross Klatt, Chris Cannon, Tommy 
Walton and others are taking out Pro- 
fessional Class C licenses to ride the 
Ascot Pro Series this Spring, they're 
even more set for “kill” in the 250cc 
class: They're about two clicks higher 
on adrenalin than everyone else 
because they're anticipating racing as 
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Pros in a couple of months. They also- 
know that District 36 guys from 
Northern California will be there at 
Ascot. So, between the would-be Pros 
filing their teeth to sharp points for 
Ascto, and everybody else being jazzed 
at riding on newly resurrected tracks, 
the heat is definitely pumping this 
year. 

In fact, a real challenge has shaped 
up between the District 36 guys in 
Northern California and the District 
37 guys in Southern California. It got 
hot when the Sportsman National 
Short Track Championship was held 
in Porterville, CA, last summer. When 
the dust settled, most of the 1980 
Sportsman National Numbers were 
won by either District 36 or District 37 
riders with a few being left to the rest 
of the cream of American Sportsman 
riders. 


Then, shortly thereafter, the Sports- ~ 


man National TT Championship was 
held at Ascot. Repeat deal. District 36 
and District 37 grabbed most of the 
low TT National Number plates, 
leaving the rest of the competitors 
planning revenge when the Nationals 
are held back east this year. 

Consequently, when you go to the 
TT events, you'll see quite a few of the 
earned National Number plates in the 
Expert ranks. They're the Banzai guys 
that run ‘em into the corners feet up, 
full lock, and moving fore and aft to 
transfer weight, using upper body 
english to transfer critical weight. You 
can keep your eyes on the motocross 
riders. who come ride the TTs too. 
Their motocross bikes have been very 
competitive stock, and extremely 
competitive with tire changes, 
shortened suspension, and the usual 
re-gearing for the appropriate track 
conditions. They've been having a 
ball, too, sliding the flat corners and, 
especially, styling the jumps, to the 
chagrin of the regular dirt track force. 

TT racing also provides good cross- 
over training for motocrossers since 
they have to pay more attention to line 
on a track where smooth conditions 
prevail. But whatever is being ridden, 
whether it’s an ATC, a Uni-Trak 
motocrosser or an out-and-out dirt 
track framed motorcycle, everybody's 
having fun on dirt tracks and goin’ for 
it in 1980.

In addition, Honda’s 
Donnie Hansen campaigned a water- 
pumper in the 250cc class, though 
teammate Steve Wise's bike was air- 
cooled. 


Barnett’s win was secured in the 
second moto when first moto winner 
and reigning 125cc champ Broc 
Glover discovered he had no rear 
brake on the factory Yamaha. After 
stopping to correct the) malfunction, 
he put on a stunning charge that fell a 
slightly short at the checkered flag. 


Howerton had almost no problems 
putting away the competition as he 
easily won both 250cc motos.

Preliminaries 

Kawasaki's Chappy Blose romped in 
the first 125cc qualifier, winning by a 
sizable margin over Suzuki ‘support 
rider Scott Burnworth. 

Richard Coon took the second 
qualifier -on his factory Honda. 
Getting the nod in a fight for runner- 
up was Moto-X Fox Yamaha rider Jim 
Holley with Mike Brown's LOP 
Yamaha third. 

The 125cc consolation event went to 
John O'Mara astride the beautiful 
Mugen waterpumper, making it into 
the National after falling in the first 
qualifier while running for fifth.

Stroke Invitational race added to the 
day's program. Local favorite Dan 
Turner took his  Hi-Point/PCP 
Yamaha wire-to-wire in the first moto.

David Gerig came from a fair start 
and worked his way up through the 
pack steadily into third. At that point, 
the clutch on his new Horsepower 
Factory Honda started slipping badly, 
so he settled for third.

125cc National 

Scott Burnworth pulled off a super 
start and led for about a third of a lap 
before being displaced by Glover then 
Barnett. Barnett kept his throttle 
nailed full on and zipped into the lead 
with Glover settling in right behind. 

In fourth at the end of a lap came 
Honda-mounted Jeff Callihan. 
Keeping a close eye on him was 
Yamaha’s Donnie Cantaloupi and 
Mike Brown on a LOP Yamaha. 








The Barnett/Glover duo steadily be- 
gan to detach themselves from the rest of 
the pack, becoming the focal point of 
the race. Barnett appeared to be going 
all out and opened up a few bike- 
lengths on Glover who seemed content 
to sit back for the moment to see how 
the race developed. 

Glover sized up the situation, then 
reeled in Barnett until they were side- 
by-side as they sped down a downhill 
section of the track. At the bottom of 
the section came a 90° left-hand turn 
with a small jump, and there Glover 
blasted by Barnett for the lead. 


After that he was never headed, and 
by the end of 45 minutes, Broc was 
about 10 seconds in front of Barnett. 

Another Suzuki teamster, Brian 
Myerscough, earned third some 30 sec- 
onds behind Barnett after coming up 
through the pack early. Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward zapped Brown a lap before the 
finish for fourth and Burnworth trailed 
in for sixth. 


A trio of Moto-X Fox riders — Jeff 
Watts, Holley and Dana Waxham — 
came next with Sun the tenth finisher. 

In the second moto, the white- 
tanked, red-engined, _blue-seated 
Mugen of O'Mara flashed out of the 
first turn in front, LOP’s David Taylor, 
Cantaloupi, Glover and Waxham 
right behind. Burnworth and Suzuki's 
Ron Turner went down in turn one, 
Turner quickly returning to the 
fracas. Burnworth got up much slower 
and got going only after a quick body 
check. 

Cantaloupi powered by Taylor: on 
the uphill before the fast backstraight 
on lap three as Barnett came storming

out of the pack and moved into fourth. 

Glover had been forced to pull in to 
get his rear brake working again and 
dropped to tenth. He changed wheels 
between motos and apparently nobody 
hooked it up completely. 

He got going quite a distance from 
the leaders and put on a tremendous 
drive to catch them, knowing that 
Barnett was up there and certainly not 
waiting for him. 

Barnett passed O'Mara for the lead 
at the halfway point in the race and 
went from there with the gleam of a 
possible overall victory in his eyes. 


Glover, despite falling down once, 
forced his way up to fourth at the half- 
way mark. It became much tougher to 
move up any farther, though, as he 
said later, “My ignition started going 
out, and it was bogging in the corners. 
After I lost about 30 seconds (pitting), 
I couldn't catch them enough each 
lap.” 

The did manage to get past both 
O'Mara and Cantaloupi on lap 12, 
however, to ease into second, but 
Barnett was almost certainly out of 
reach. 

Barnett wheelied across the finish 
line for both the moto and overall wins 
with Glover not yet in sight. Myers- 
cough passed O'Mara for third with a 
lap to go as Cantaloupi and Taylor 
followed them in. 


250cc National 

When the gate dropped at the start 
of the 250cc National, Howerton 
decided to waste no time with a come- 
from-behind charge — he went for it 
from the first turn. By the end of the 
first lap, he had a substantial lead over 
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Warren Reid (8) leads Donnie Hansen in 250cc moto two before falling. 





Bell, Jennings, Kawasaki's . Warren 
Reid and Honda-mounted Mike 
Loeffler. 

On lap two, Reid got by Jennings 
who was experiencing bike problems. 
He pulled out on lap six. 

Howerton did a little crash routine 
on the second lap that surprised him 
more than anything as he picked it up 
and squirted away with his lead intact. 
He motored along effortlessly to build 
up about 10 seconds over Bell who was 
being hounded by Reid. 

The Bell/Reid battle became the 
race to watch. On lap four, Reid 
jumped past Bell in the backstraight, 
but Bell stuck with him like a shadow. 
He tried all sorts of lines throughout 
the moto, using all his lanky frame to 
keep the bike straight underneath him 
as he tried inside lines, anything to get 
back into the number two slot. 

It was not to be, however, as Reid 
successfully held Bell back all the way 
to the checkers. Riding along in fourth 
for most of the race was Steve Wise 
followed by Jimmy Ellis on a PDQ 
Yamaha. Donnie Hansen sneaked by 
Euro-Cycles Maico rider Eric 





McKenna on the last lap for sixth. 
LOP’s Greg Theiss, Darrell Shultz and 
Kawasaki's Larry Wosick completed 
the top ten. 

The second moto was a replay of the 
first, for Howerton at least. He again 
got the holeshot, fell down once and 
had a very comfortable lead at the end 
of 45 minutes. 

Another fight for second developed, 
this one involving Reid, Shultz and 
Hansen. Reid slipped up on lap two 
and fouund himself in fourth. He 
wanted noné of that, so he proceeded 
to boot Hansen out of third the next 
time around. Worrying about Hansen 
at the end of his green fender, he 
couldn't get by Shultz until after the 
halfway point. 

Reid continued to surge in an effort 
to break away from Shultz and Hansen 
but Hansen decided to go after him 
several laps later as Shultz faded. 

Reid saw his work shot down as 
Hansen went by him on the last lap 
Though he didn't need to, he tried to 
stick the Honda rider back and fell in 
doing so. Bell and Shultz both raced 
past as he scrambled to get started 











again but there was no time left to 
catch them. 

In sixth came Yamaha's Marty 
Tripes in a tremendous catch-up ride. 
After falling in the third turn, he 
worked his way back toward the front 
and put on a final spurt in the last few 
laps with the crown urging him on. 

Afterwards, winner Howerton com- 
mented, “I'm surprised. I'm not very 
tired.” He laughed at himself and 
exclaimed, “I fell down twice, once in 
each moto! The forks weren't working 
real good; they were kinda harsh. My 
hand came off the bars; that’s why I 
crashed.” 

He voiced no complaints about the 
rest of the Greg Arnette-tuned bike, 
though. According to a Suzuki 
spokesman, Bruce Burness of Ohlins 
was instrumental in helping dial in the 
bikes. The Suzukis, like most of the 
other factories’ bikes, were received 
early last week, leaving the teams only 
a few days to set them up. With more 
time, they should have them really 
dialed for Saddleback.

Keyte tops at NMRA Gatornationals

“Superbike Mike” Keyte of Ft. Lauderdale, FL 
showed. how he earned his nickname by con- 
quering a stellar field of Pro Stockers at the 11th 
Annual NHRA Gatornationals. The National 


Motorcycle Racing Association 
(NMRA) Pro Stock class was an 
added event to an otherwise all 
four wheel event at the Gaines- 
ville Raceway site. “Superbike Mike,” 
as Keyte is better known, took his red 
and white Kawasaki to victory lane by 
downing the team of Ryan and Korey 
and their 1980 Harley-Davidson Sport- 
ster. 

Keyte showed his dominance early 
in the event as he laid down the low 
ET, a blistering 9.18 second run, right 
out of the van. Following the Kawasaki 
was number two qualifier Terry Vance's 
Suzuki based out of La Palma, CA 
with a 9.23. Chip Solley, riding a Kawa- 
saki out of Pompano Beach, FL was in 
the third slot with a 9.414 second run. 
Bob Carpenter, late of Los Angeles, 
was less than a tick behind Solley re- 
cording an ET of 9.48 seconds with his 
Kawasaki. 

The second half of the ladder was led 





by the Kawasaki lady from Oklahoma, 
Vicki Farr, with a 9.45 second run. 
The sixth spot fell to the H-D team of 
Ryan and Korey as they recorded a 
time of 9.49. Ron Turner of Jackson- 
ville, FL, riding the MTC Engineering 
Kawasaki was the seventh qualifier 
running a 9.51. The bump spot was 
held down by L.A.’s Cedric Johnson 
on a VHR prepared Kawasaki. 

The first round of eliminations 
opened with “Superbike Mike” facing 
off with the machine of Vicki Farr. 
Keyte showed the lady no mercy as he 
put the low ET of the round on the 
underpowered Farr Kawasaki running 
a 9.26 at 139.96 mph while Vickie could 
only muster a 9.67 second run at 
137.82 mph. 

The second pairing was to have 
matched Chip Solley with Ron Turner, 
but Turner's carbs were flooded in an 
attempt to start the bike. Solley then 
soloed to a 9.30, 143.54 mph victory. 

The third pairing was an interesting 





match-up as it pitted the only two 1980 
model motorcycles in the field against 
each other. The two immaculate ma- 
chines, the silver and black Vance and 
Hines Racing GS 1100 Suzuki and the 
black and orange H-D Sportster of 
Ryan and Korey really excited the 
crowd. When the light turned the go 
shade of green, Vance and Ryan 
launched together, but by the end of 
second gear the upset of the meet had 
taken place. Ed Ryan marched down 
the strip in typical machine-like form, 
while Vance got a little crossed up and 
accidentally hit third gear too early, 
burning the tach at 14,500 rpm. The 
winning time for Ryan was 9.46 
seconds at 138.88 mph while Terry shut 
down with a 10.31 seconds 99.33 mph 
pass. 

The closing run in round one saw 
Bob Carpenter dump Cedric Johnson 
running a winning 9.88 to Johnson's 
chain snapping 10.07. 

To open round two Keyte and Solley 
staged one of the closest races of the 
event with the final margin of victory 
being only the length of their Goodyear 
road race tires. Solley ran a hard charg- 
ing 9.36 at 141.73 to “Superbike Mike's” 
9.24 but could not make up Mike's 
starting line advantage. 

Not to be outdone, Ryan and Car- 
penter went head to head and wheel to 
wheel in a “too close to call” contest of 
their own. Carpenter took the early 








lead as the H-D of Ryan and Korey 
bogged the motor slightly. Ryan, 
though, refused to concede the race 
and rode the Harley for all it was worth 
in an all out effort to catch up. Right 
about the time the Harley hit fourth 
gear it started to pull Carpenter's 
Kawasaki. When the win light finally 
came on it was pre-race favorites run- 
ning a 9.44 to Carpenter's 9.50. 

The finals were now between 32- 
year-old Harley mechanic Ryan and 
36-year-old air flow scientist Keyte. The 
riders completed their burnout routines 
and were placed in their respective tire 
tracks for the attempt at the gold. As 
the go bulb glowed green, “Superbike 
Mike” took off down the strip as Ryan's 
Harley bogged again. Unlike his semi- 
final round victory, Ryan could not 
make up the difference this time. 
Keyte’s winning run was a sterling 9.19 
seconds at 140.18 mph while, Ryan 
occupied the bridesmaid spot with a 
9.44. 

For Mike Keyte this was his first 
NMRA Pro Stock victory. Along with 
his $500 win check Keyte also takes 
over the early lead in the points chase 
for the Pro Stock number one plate for 
1980. 

Gainesville will be the site of the 
next Pro Stock get together as NMRA 
opens up its doors to the entire world 
of motorcycle drag racing for the 1980 
season on April 12 and 13. e 
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
